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THE SAME OLD MAJORITY 


TORIES AND UNIONISTS STILL 
RANG IUGETHER, 

THE OPPOSITION BEATEN ON A MOTION 
TO REFER THE ARREST OF O'BRIEN 

TO THE COMMITTEE ON PRIVILEGES. 
Lonpon, Feb. 13.—Mr. Picton, Home 
Buler, member for Leicester, directed attention 
an the House of Commons to-day to the arrests 
in London last week of Messrs. Pyne, Patrick 
O’Brien, and Gilhooly, Irish members of Parlia- 


ment, which he claimed constituted a breach 
of privilege, 


The Speaker, in reply, said that Messrs. Pyne 
and Gilbooly were arrested on a criminal war- 
tant. In their case no breach of privilege had 
been committed. The arrest of Mr. O’Brien, 
however, was a breach of privilege. 

Mr. Matthews, Home Secretary, apologized 
for the indignity to which Mr. O’Brien had been 
Subjected. The occurrence, he said, was an un- 
fortunate one. 


Sir R. E. Webster, Attorney-General, denied 
that any privilege existed. Explanations and 
apologies had been given, and if they did not 
suffice to satisfy Mr. O’Brien he could prosecute 
@ remedy elsewhere. 


Mr. Picton was not satisfied with the Attor- 
néey-General’s opinion. Parliament, he said, must 
clearly vindicate its rights. He therefore moved 
that the “ wrongful arrest of Mr. O’Brien, when 


leaving the House otf Commons, was a breach of 
a privilege of Parliament.” 

Mr. MeLaren, (Radical,) in seconding the mo- 
tion, referred to the arrests of Messrs. Gilhooly 
and Pyne within the precincts of the House of 
Commons. 

The Speaker reminded Mr. McLaren that the 
cases of those gentlemen were not before the 
House. 

The Attorney-General moved an amendment 
to the effect that the House regretted the indig- 
nity to Mr. O’Brien, but, considering it was a 
mistake, did not think it necessary to proceed 
further. 

Mr. Gladstone admitted that as far as an apol- 
ogy Was concerned the Home Secretary had done 
all that could be expected. But Mr. O'Brien, he 
sald, was not only arrested within the precinets 
of the House, but was seized by a@ constable 
without a warrant. The circumstances afforded 
reasonable grounds for referring the case to the 
Committee on Privileges. The incident was not 
merely an innocent error; it was either a care- 
less or &@ worse procedure, which demanded an 
inquiry. If the Attorney-General persisted in 
his amendment, and if it was carried, he would 
move that the matter be referred to the Commit- 
tee on Privileges. 

Sir Edward Clarke, Solicitor-General, an- 
nounced that the Government could not adopt 
Mr. Gladstone’s suggestion, their being no 
breach of privilege and nothing to refer to the 
committee. 

Mr. Parnell said that the Government would 
have taken a different course if it had been an 
English member, and would have sent a de- 
tective who knew the member wanted. He pro- 
tested against the duties which the Government 
now thrust upon the constables guarding Parlia- 
ment. Surely it was a question ef privilege 
Whether members were entitled to go to and 
froin the House without being molested. 

Mr. W. H. Smith, the Conservative leader, 


denied that the Government imposed duties of 
espionage upon any officers of the House. 

Mr. John Morley (Liberal) intimated that the 
opposition would allow Mr. Picton’s motion to 
be negatived without a division. He then moved 
that the matter be referred to the Committee on 
Fs a The motion was rejected by 246 to 


Mr. James C. Fiynn, member for North Cork, 
& Nationalist, resumed the debatd on the address 
in reply to the Queen’s speech. 

Mr. Parnell said that his party in these days 
had aspecial interest in facilitating business, 
and were prepared to go further than the 
Government in new rules to expedite legisla- 
tion. It was a mistake to measire their attitude 
by their action in respect tothe Coercion bill. 
Looking forward as they did to the introduction 
inthe near future of a better government in 
Ireland, it was their direct interest to as- 
sist the Government to diminish facilities 
for obstruction, With reference to Lord Salis- 
bury’s remarks, he declared that the Tories’ ac- 
tion in 1885 was much more than assisting the 
Irish members to oust the Liberals, for an un- 
derstandivg had been come to through a Tory 
whip, who was no longer a member of the House 
of Commons. Whatever the Earl of Carnar- 
von’s views bow were, when he became Lord 
Lieutenant of Ireland, in 1885, they were 
absolutely identical with Parnell’s own views. 
Lord Carnarvon had then expressed to him a 
strong belief that only the coucession of an Irish 
Parliament would settle the difficulty, such 
Parhament to have extensive power, even that 
of fostering Irish industries by the imposition of 
protective duties. Lord Carnarvon then con- 
veyed to him what he understood te bé an 
assurance that Lord Salisbury was also in 
favor of an Irish Parliament. It was an ex- 
traordinary commentary on the result of one 
te of Tory rule that, whereas Ireland might 

ave been intrusted with a Parliament, she 
could not now be intrusted with the duty of 
building bridges and repairing roads, and was 
therefure excluded from the local.-government 
scheme. . [Cheers.]| He complained that the 
Government had broken its promise that there 
should -always be the right-of appeal 
trom magistral decisions under the Crimes aéct. 
He argued that the diminution of crimé was due 
to remedial iegislation and the action of the 
Liberal Party, which had worked miracles in 
Treland. The Guveinment seemed to have no 
idea of the gravity of the situation in Ireland. 
Affairs there were in a state of tension, but the 
people would sutier with cheerful hearts, be- 
cause they were convinced that their country 
Was on the eve of prosperity and progress. 

Mr. Parnell taunted Mr. Balfour with the 
meanness of his treatinent of political prisoners. 
The fate of Mr. Forster had struck down 
the League in a siugie night so that they did not 
dare to hold a meeting. There was the same 
difference vetween Mr. Balfour and Mr. Forster 
as there was between the scratch ofa cat and 
a blow from the paw of the British lion. 

Laughter and cheers.} Mr. Parnell concluded 

y moving the following amendment: ‘“ Hum- 
bly to represent to her Majesty that only the 
remedial portion of the last session’s Irish legis- 
lation tended te diminish crime, whereas the 
repressive measures had done much to alienate 
the sympathy und respect of her Majesty’s 
Irish subjects for the law, and thatthe adminis- 
tration of the Crimes act, as well as much of the 
general action of the Executive, has been harsh 
aud partial.” 

The Solicitor-General for Ireland replied, on 
behalf of the Government, that Mr. Parnell’s 
remarks were not relevant to the amendment, 
and that his charges were trivial, while he ad- 
mitted the beneficial result of the remedial 
legislation for Ireland. 

On wotion of Sir G. O. Trevelyan the debate 
Was adjourned. 

In the division on the Picton motion Mr. 
Giadstone, Mr. Morley, Sir William Vernon- 
Harcourt, and Sir G. O. Trevelyan voted with 
the minority. 

it is stated that the proposal in the new pro- 
cedure rules for closure at 12:30 A. M. will be 
abandoned.

MR. SULLIVAN, M. P., HONORED, 
A DEMONSTRATION IN HYDE PARK AND 
A BANQUET. 

LONDON, Feb. 13.—Mr. T. D. Sullivan, the 
Trish member of Parliament who was recently 
imprisoned, arrived in London this morning, 
and was received enthusiastically by 10,000 
persons, who had gathered at Euston Station to 
welcome him. The weather was bright and 
frosty. Mr. Sullivan was escorted by an im- 
mense procession to Hyde Park, where a meet- 
ing in his honor was held. The procession en- 
tered the park at 3:30 o’clock. Forty thousand 
persons were assembled there. 

Mr. Sullivan was given an enthusiastic re- 


ception, and was presented with an address. In 
his reply he said that the Government’s 
wretched attempts at coercion had not sup- 
eo or frightened any one, Irish patriots 

ad been imprisoned because they had disre- 
garded a law which Euglishmen would have 
trauipled under fvot. Tue Tory reign of terror, 
he declared, was doomed to speedy extinction. 
Words were inadequate. be said, to express his 
emotionsat the glorious Euglish welcome he had 
received. It would cause a glow in the hearts 
of tue Irish throughout the world, and assist in 
the consummation of a long and grievous strug-

TOPICS OF TALK IN LONDON. 
A LIBERAL’S WAGER THAT FOUND NO 
TAKERS.

LONDON, Feb. 13.—The reception of Sulli- 
van and Edward Harrington to-day exceeded in 
point of numbers the expectations of the man- 
agers, butit left something to be desired as re- 
gards warmth. Nothing could be clearer from 
the demeanor of the vast crowds in Hyde Park 
andits approaches than the fact that the Eng- 
lishman still regards the Irishman asan inferior 
sort of creature, who is to he laughed at, even 
while, through political exigencies, he also is to 
be cheered. The whole reception was business 
treated as an amiable joke, yet the demonstra- 
tion was, as has been said, unexpectedly large. 

In the House the Opposition was defeated to- 
night by the regulation majority of 95 in eftort 
to discredit the arrest of members within the pre- 
cincts of Parliament. This shows no weakening 
of the Tory-Unionist majority on its face, but 
the fact that some score of Irish members were 
absent, haif in jailand the others either too ill 
or too busy to attend the session, shows a slight 
reduction of last year’s majorities. 

Everybody will be surprised if this reduction 
does not become very marked within a month. 
The gravest sort of stories are afloat as to the 
Government’s chances on the forthcoming local 
Government bill. I heard a Liberal member to- 
night, on the river terrace of the House, offer two 
Tories a bet of one to two that there would be a 
dissolution before Whitsuntide. Neither woulda 
take the wager. Both said, of course, that the 
local Government bill was meant, and every- 
body recognized that this is dangerous and un- 
certain ground. 

The melancholy farce of trying to persuade 
people that there is nothing serious the matter 
with the Crown Prince has begun again, and all 
the official doctors are lending themselves to it 
with alacrity, but the honest facts are all the 
other way.

FRANCE AT HOME AND ABROAD. 

Paris, Feb. 13.—M. Flourens, Minister of 
Foreign Affairs, who is visiting the towns on the 
Italian frontier, reached Briancgon to-day. In 
reply to the congratulations of the Mayor on his 
diplomatic successes he said: “The merit 
thereof belongs to the whole country, for it is 
felt on the other side of the frontier that it is 
the heart of France which beats in that of 
France’s Foreign Minister. It is to these patri- 


otic sentiments and our attachment to our free 
institutions that our neilitary successes should 
be attributed if the frontier were attacked. 
These feelings have brought me among you, 
coming first to Briangon, the advanced sentinel 
on our frontier.” 

These remarks were greeted with applause. 
Tu reply toa-question M. Flourens further said: 
“Asa Frenchman and a patriot I have occupied 
myself with proposals to increase the defensive 
strength of Briangon. I shall continue to in- 
terest myself in that matter.” 

In the Chamber of Deputies to-day M. Etienne, 
Under Secretary for the Colonies, stated that 
the actual expenses on Indo-China account 
would not exceed 70,000,000f The union of 
the Indo-Chinese settlements, he said, had sim- 
plified the machinery of the Government. The 
number of troops would be reduced by 10,000 
men. M. Delafosse of the Right and M. Perrin, 
Radical, maintained that the vccupation of Ton- 
quin would be a danger to France as long as 
threatenings of war resounded on the frontier. 

Premier Tirard declared that if the vote upon 
the question implied the evacuation of Tonquin 
the Government declined to be responsible, but 
if it simply signified a request to effect econo- 
mies the Ministry were prepared to adopt the 
course indicated. He cailed upon the Chamber 
for a credit of 19,900,000f., or 200,000f. less 
than was originally asked. The credit was 
adopted by a vote of 264 to 256. 


THE FRENCH COPPER RING. 
Paris, Feb. 13.—The Tharsis Copper 
Mine Company has agreed to sell to the copper 
riungallthe copper it produces at £65 per ton. 
The ring undertakes to refund to the company 


half of the profits of all that it may sell at above 
£65. The promoters of the interpellation in 
the Chamber otf Deputies in regard to the ring 
urge that the objectof the ring is to oppose 
small manufacturers. The supporters of the 
ring contend that the result of the combination 
will be the transfer of the copper market from 
London to Paris, and claim that its formation 
has already increased the public fortune in 
France to. the extent of 100,000,000f.

A VERY NICE LITTLE FARCE 


GOV. HILLS KEFORTS 

SHIFT THE BLAME. 

SUPERINTENDENT ANDREWS ASKS FOR 
AN INVESTIGATION—HOW THE RE- 
QUEST WAS MADE, 


ALBANY, Feb. 13.—Broad smiles illumined 
the faces of members of the Assembly to-night 
as they saw Gov. Hill duck behind one of his 
subordinates. Instead of courting an investiga- 
tion of any of his own acts connected with the 
misapplication of State funds in refurnishing 
the Executive Mansion he is anxious to shift 
all respensibility upon the Superintendent 
of Public Buildings. That, at least,is the in- 
terpretation placed upon the performance before 
the Assembly to-night in which his friends took 
an active, not tosay anxious, part. No charge 
has been made against Superintendent Andrews 
that he misappropriated funds in procuring 
costly furniture, billiard and pool tables, and 
pianos and musical clocks for the Governors 
mansion. 

The Governor is the man who ordered these 
things and directed them to be paid for out of a 
fund that was never intended by the Legis- 
lature to be applied to the payment 
of such bills, and, unless some ground 
and lofty tumbling, not to say tall 
lying, is done by subordinates, that fact will no 
doubt be established in due season. It wasa 
real clever scheme which the Governor’s friends 


engineered through the Assembly,aad so delight- 
ed was his friend, Assemblyman Sheehan, at its 
success that he notified Orderly Hitchcock, and 
the orderly flew with lightning speed to bear 
the glad news to the Governor in the Executive 
Chamber. 

The news in brief was that the Ways and 
Means Committee, of which the Governors 
friend, Gen. Husted, is Chairman, had 
been ordered to make an investigation 
of the stories so damaging to the Gov- 
ernor’s oficial integrity. But was it 
to be an investigation of the Governor? By no 
means. Superintendent Audrews was the man 
put forward py the Governor to draw the fire, 
andthe Superintendent did in the following 
communication to the Assembly: 

To the Assembly: 

My attention has been called to some criticisms 
contained in certain newspapers reflecting upon my 
administration of the office of Superintendent of 
Public Buildings, wherein it is alleged in sub- 
stance that there has been extravagance, 
irregularity of some kind, or illegality in 
certain expenditures or payments pertaining to the 
refurnishing orcare during the past year of one 
of the public buildings under my charge, to 
wit, the Executive Mansion. Although it is 
not my custom usually to notice newspaper 
attacks upon my official actions, the nature 
of the allegations made and the vublicity given to 
them in this instance impel me to respectfully re- 
quest your honorable body to institute an investiga- 
tion of my official actions relating to the matters in 
question by one of the standing committees of your 
body or some other appropriate committee. . 

Believing that all my actions relating to the mat- 
ters in question have been in good faith, as well as 
in accordance with the law, and for the best inter- 
ests of the State, I am desirous of a prompt and im- 
partial investigation thereof. weet s sub- 
mitted. CHARLES B. ANDREW, 

Superintendent of Public Buildings. 


Assemblyman Ainsworth thought that the 
Committee on Expenditures of the Executive 
Department was the proper committee to make 
an investigation of this character. Assembly- 
man Sheehan got up and tnen got down. 
He was evidently waiting for something else 
to happen ina programme with which he was 
familiar. It happened. Assemblyman Mase, Re- 
publican, of Dutchess, gotup trom his seat in 
the back row and offered the following resoiu- 
tion: 


Resolved, That the communication of Charles B. 
Andrews, Superintendent of Public Buildings, be 
referred to the Committee of Ways and eans, 
and that such committee be and is hereby author- 
ized and directed to investigate the official actions 
of the Superintendent of Public Buildings relating 
to the construction, refurnishing, and care of the 
Executive Mansion, particularly as to any charge of 
extravagance, irregularity, corruption, illegality 
in expenditure or payment arising out thereof 
which are or may be made against him, 
and also whether there has been any corruption, ex- 
travagance, misappropriation of funds, or other ir- 
regularity or illegality on the part of any one eles 
in connection with the rebuilding or refur- 
nishing of the Executive Mansion, and to 
report the facts upon such investigation to 
this House, and that such committee be further au- 
thorized to send for persons and papers and to em- 
ploy whatever expert assistance may be necessary 
in the discharge of its duties. 


Curiously enough, his resolution seemed to 
have been struck off by the same typewriter on 
which Mr. Andrews’s communication had been 
prepared. Thut Mr. Sheehan gave it to him to 
offer hardly admits a doubt. Both these gentle- 
men would probably swear to it, if it was 
worth while establishing the point by affidavit. 
The uncharitable do say that both documents 
were prepared in the Executive Chamber. 
Quite _—ilikely this is so. Mr. Shee- 
han gave the cue to his Democrat 
ic friends by declaring that while the 
committee to which Mr. Ainsworth referred. 
might be @ proper enough committee on orai- 
pary occasions, it was not so in this; 
for this was a ease in which charges 
bad been made against the Superintendent of 
public buildings.” This was such an evasion of 
the exact facts that it caused asmile. However, 
the resolution was passed by a vote of 49 to 34. 

But one impression was created by this little 
firce, and that was that the Democrats hoped in 
some way to get their Governor whitewashed by 
Mr. Husted’s committee. The Republicans who 
voted with the Democrats were Acker, Adams, 
Burns, Curtis, Dinehart, Donaldson, Mase, 
McAdam, McEvoy, Reitz, and M. A. Smith. 
Many of the Republican Assemblymen are in- 
diguant at the action of this Republican-Demo- 
eratic combine. They believe the Governor 
is ina hole of the same kind in which he 
has eften attempted to place the Republicans 
and they are unwilling that any of his offenses 
should be shouldered upon a subordinate. Mr. 
Coon, Chairman of the Committee on Expendi- 
tures of the Executive Department, is firmly 
of the opinion that an inquiry of this 
kind is for his committee to make. He has called 
@ meeting of the committee for tomorrow 
inorning to ascertain how his associates feel 
about the matter. He bases his opinion upon 
Rule 21 of the Assembly rules, whicu says: 

“It shall be the duty of the Committee on Expendi 
tures of the House and in tho Executive Depart- 
ment severally tu inquire into the said expenditures 
and whether the same have been made in con- 
tormity to law, and whether proper vouchers 
exist for the same, and whether the funds provided 
for the purpose are economically applied, and to 
report from time to time such provisions, laws, and 
regulations as may conduce to economy and to 
secure the faithful disbursement of the moneys ap- 
propriated by law.”

A REMARKABLE STORY. 


IMPRISONED FOR THE CRIME OF A 
TWIN BROTHER. 

Omaha, Neb,, Feb. 13.—Morrison Wilcox, 
Deputy Sheriff of Cattaraugus County, New- 
York, passed through this city to-day with 
James Gregory Lafler, who is wanted at Olean, 
to answer a charge of robbery and assault with 
intent to kill. Mr. Wilcox bad his prisoner 
heavily shackled, and was guarding him very 
closely. To a reporter Mr. Wilcox related the 
story of Lafler’s crime. 

Mr. and Mrs, Warren Lafler, parents of the 
prisoner, are respectable farmers living 
near Olean. Twin sons were born 


to them, and when they grew to man- 
hood the resembiance between them was 
80 great that few people could tell one from the 
other. Both of them were sent to college, James 
choosing Cornell and his twin brother, William, 
Yale. Both of them after three years left their 
Alma Mater and returned totheir home. William 
took the management of the farm, and James 
began the study of law in the village of Olean. 
Tt was the habit of the latter to spend Sunday at 
home, and on the evening of that day the broth- 
ers invaiiably speuta few hours at the home of 
a neighbor named John Clifford, a rich lumber 
manufacturer, who had two beautiful daughters. 
One Sunday night in June, 1882, a gentieman 
called on Mr. Clifford and paid him nearly $8,000 
in cash. This was done in the presence of both 
the Lafler brothers, and soon after the twins 
departed for home. 

Between 2 and 3 o’clock next morning Mr. 
Clifford was attacked by a masked man and 
beaten into insensibility. The $8,000, which was 
hidden in the mattress of the bed, was taken, 
and the robber started to make his escape. He 
was met in the hall by the youngest Miss Clif- 
ford, William Lafier’s sweetheart, and the girl, 
with unusual bravery, snatched the mask from 
the robber’s face, and exclaimed: “My Goa, 
Bill Lafler! What have you done!” The would- 
be murderer struck her and then fled. Next 
morning William Lafler was arrested and held 
without bail, charged with burglary and at- 
tempted murder. Ifir. Clifford finally  re- 
covered, and William was placed on trial. 
The main witness was his old sweet- 
heart, who swore positively to identifying 
him as the robber. She was sure it 
was William and not James, as the robber was 
dressed in the same clothes that William had 
worn the night preceding the crime, and which, 
in material and style, were different from those 
worn by bis brother. In his own behalf William 
testified that he was inwocent, and said that all 
he knew was that he had retired an hour after 
leaving the Clifford mansion on Sunday night. 
He had awakened in the morning with a terrible 
nausea, and felt queer for two or three days. 
The jury brought in a verdict of guilty, and the 
prisoner was sentenced to 10 years’ hard labor 
at Sing Sing. 

While nearly every one believed William guilty 
there was one friend who doubted it, and set 
about to discover the truth. His investigation 
lasted nearly a year. He discovered that James 
at Cornell coutracted many debts, which were 
paid soon after the robbery; that he had sent 
$2,000 to a Mrs. Coates im Ithaca. and that on 
the Sunday night preceding the robbery 
James had purchased two ounces of chloroform 
at an Olean drug store, with which he un- 
doubtedly drugged his brother. A _ hun- 
dred minor things were found out that 
proved the guilt of James Lafier, but be- 
fore this investigation was complete James 
had left for a trip to New-York. About two 
months later a pe reached Olean that he had 
been drowned off Long Branch while yachting, 
and that his body could not be recovered. A 
week afterward a respectable-looking man, giv- 
ing his name as Alfred Thomas, appeared at the 
Lafler farm and confirmed the news. He 
brought with him certain papers that bore eut 
hig statements, and James was given up as dead. 

One day, about three years jiater, Olean and 
the surrounding country were electrified by the 
action of Goy. Hill, who issued a pardon for 
William Lafier, stating that he was convinced of 
the convict’s innocence, and that he was posi- 
tive that the crime was committed by his dead 
twin brother. The years. passed on and the 
crime would donbtless have become only a mem- 
ory ere long, but for the appearance of a man in 
Olean five weeks ago who had a secret interview 
with the County Attorney. He informed that 
official that he was the man who had brought 
the news of James’s death to the family six 
years before, and that he was paid by James to 
do it. He said that James was living and wasa 
ranchman-near Watrous,- New-Mexico. A war- 
rant was issued and the fugitive was appre- 
hended last Thursday. He stoutly denies his 


guilt, and says that he will be able to prove his 
innocence. :

he sent his representative, Mr. Charlies E. How- 
son, to him and tendered him the Lyceum The- 
atre for the months ef September, October, and 
November, which are the best part of the Lon- 
don theatrical season.

MRS. LANGTRY ALWAYS LUCKY. 
Carson, Nev., Feb. 13. — Some two 
months ago the contractors in boring an artesian 
well for Mra. Langtry, the actress, near the foet 
of the mountain where the North Carson Mine 
is situated, came on a formation of rock which 
lay between the clay walls. This formation was 


so hard that the drill bounded up, and it re- 
quired seven feet of drilling to penetrate and 
reach under the clay wall.

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BLAINE’S PUZZLING LETTER 


HOW 17 I8 REGARDED 
JHE NATIONAL CAPITAL. 

A WIDESPREAD IMPRESSION. THAT IT 
IS INSINCERE AND REALLY A BID 
FOR THE NOMINATION. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—All sorts of in- 
terpretations are given here tothe unexpected 
letter which Mr. Blaine’s friend, Chairman 
Jones, dropped before the public this morning. 
It was the absorbing topic of conversation at the 
Capitol, and Democrats and Republicans alike 
showed the greatest familiarity with it when- 
ever it was alluded to. Before the House met 
there was a swarm of newspaper men on hand 
waiting for the arrival of members. When they 
at last appeared they were swooped down upon 
by the reporters, and all the leading men were 
urged to give their opinions of the sensational 
letter. The Republican members, and particular 
ly the men who have been regarded as the most 
zealous advocates of Blaine’s nomination, were 
not all willing to talk. Mr. Phelps of New-Jer- 
sey, whois probably the closest friend of Mr. 
Blame in the House, was as dumb as an oyster 
when he was asked to say what he thought of 
the letter. Mr. Reed of Maine, who has not been 
considered more than half inclined to regard 
Mr. Blaine as the best man the Republicans have 
for President, would say nothing whatever. He 
and several other unwilling members were pur- 
sued all day by the energetic reporters, who got 
nothing but flippant replies and a refusal to 
talk seriously upon a subject which they treated 
as needing no explanation whatever. 

The Democrats were more willing to talk, and 
their opinions differed as much as those of the 
Republicans who would talk. The impression 
gained from conversation with many members 
on both sides is, that they didn’t know exactly 
what Blaine means. Some of them express 
themselves more flatly, and they generally 
speak of the letter as insincere. Without saying 


that, many of the Republicans by their talk 
show that it has left in their minds an impres- 
sion that Mr. Blaine expects to be asked to take 
the nomination for which he does not intend to 
ask. The general Democratic opinion is that 
blaine has been looking over the 
ground, that he has calculated all. the 
chances, and that he sees that it will 
be more difficult to win in 1888 against Grover 
Cleveland than it was in 1884. To these Demo- 
crats thia early abandonment of the candidacy 
by Blaine, if he really has avandoned it, is a con- 
fession of defeats If Biaine cannot see his way 
to an election the Democrats know of no other 
Republican who can command more votes or 
draw more heavily upon the Democratic vote 
than Blaine. Whether the Republican choice be 
Sherman, or Allison, or Gresham, or Sheridan, 
the Democrats declare that they care not. In 
their opinion Sherman cannot get as many votes 
as Blaine, while Allison would be weaker than 
Sherman, and the others weaker than either 
Sherman or Allison. 

There areafew Republicans who say that 
they are not at all surprised to hear of Mr. 
Biaine’s declination. They believe his letter is 
intended to be adeclination, although it does 
not say anything about refusing a nomivation. 
Some of them say tbat they had heard of bis inten- 
tion to withdraw from the contest because he had 
found that Bright’s disease of the kidneys threat- 
ened to snorten his life. One of the gentlemen 
who 80 believes says that when Mr. Blaine left 
for Europe, to seek a cure at the German 
baths, he told some of his friends that he 
would consent to be a candidate only after he 
ascertained whether he could expect to recover 
from his ill health. In case he should be disap- 
pointed in that respect, he would, at the earliest 
moment possible, announce his purpose to re- 
fuse the use of his name as a candidate. He bas 
been heard from, and some of his friends say 
he has declined. Others are uncertain, while 
not a few are guilty of charging him by implica- 
tion with insincerity, when the insist 
that his letter does not change the situa- 
tion except to strengthen him before 
the people. The reasons assigned by a class of 
Republicans who hope to live to. see. a réunited 
party is an unsolicited tribute of respect to_the 
numericalimportance of the **Mugwump.” This 
good-natured class of Blaine’s admirers are 
deeply impressed with the generosity of their 
adored leader. They think that he has dropped 
out of the race, not because he was convinced 
that he could not win, but because he 
cared vastly more to see, the party 
united and victorious without him than 
to be elected as the candidate of a Republican 
faction. With Blaine out of the race there can 
be no occasion for an independent Republican 
Party. The excuse for bolting, according to 
these really fraternal Republicans, will be re- 
moved, and they expect to see the Cleveland 
Republicans of 1884 flocking back to the Repub- 
lican camp in a body, ready to sit down to baked 
veal with the avpetites of heartily repentant 
prodigal sons. 

Ope extraordinary conclusion that some of 
the Republicans come to after reaaing Blaine’s 
letter and figuring out that he reaily means 
what he does not say, is that Blame’s with- 
drawal hurts Cleveland. The Democrats 
who are for Cleveland, and they are 
practically unanimous for him, are at 
a loss to see how Mr. Bilaine’s declina- 
tion can in any way affect Mr. Cleveland’s 
availability or his popularity. On the other 
hand they are at a loss to understand how the 
Republicans can be otherwise than depressed. 
They lose the man who can, it is conceded, draw 
more votes than any other Republican, and 
while they have not been at allcontident that 
they could win with Blaine they pretend to be 
able to pull through with some one else, 

‘rhere were a few men on the Republican side 
of House who were not surprised. Mr. Milliken 
was one, Mr. Boutelle was another, and Mr. 
William Walter Phelps is said to have known all 
aboutic Then Mr. Belden of New-York came 
into possession of the news a day or 
two agu, through Mr. Carnegie, while he was 
in this city, but in a contidential way. These 
men insist that it was Mr. Blaine’s continued 
ill health that constrained him to write the let- 
ter. They had expected it when the Paris reply 
to the President’s message was sent to New- 
York, and some of them knew at that time that 
he would not be a candidate. 

Not wany Senators on either side of the cham- 
ber were disposed to express an unqualified be- 
lief that Mr. Blaine did or did not mean to be 
regarded as no longer a possible candidate. As 
arule, both Republicaus and Democrats spoke 
of the Blaine letter as meaning a real with- 
drawal, but there was a marked tendency to use 
large * Ifs” in talking of the subject. Republican 
Senators were rather more free than their Demo- 
cratic colleagues in accepting the letter as mean- 
ing that Blaine was out of the race, and there 
were numerous expressions on that side’ to the 
effect that the way was now elear for every man 
with a Presidential bee in his bonnet to put in 
his best efforts to secure the nomination. The 
two or three lightning rods that have been run 
up into the political atmosphere by Republican 
Senators since 1884 were objects of more 
interest than heretofore, and more talk 
about the chances of other men than 
Blaine was heard to-day in the Sen- 
ate Chamber than had been heard in 
months before. Republicans were chary about 
saying what might embarrass them later in the 
campaign, but there was a general admission 
that Mr. Sherwan could safely reckon upon con- 
siderable profit out of the Blaine letter. Mr. 
Sherman is in Ohio, but when be returns he wili 
hear many pleasant expressions from his col- 
leagues, some of which will be in earnest. 

r. Allison, who divided the time between his 
seat and the cloak room, listened to more 
than one congratulatory remark, for it was 
felt that if Blaine was in earnest the 
Iowa Senator stood an excellent chance. [llinois 
friends who met Mr. Cullom were good enough 
to assure him that he was the coming man. 
Mr. Hawley’s name was also heard, but it was 
more often mentioned for the second place on 
the ticket than for the first. 

The Democratic Senators were @ unit in as- 
serting that whether Blaine was in earnest or 
not, he had opened the door for a scramble in his 
party, which would add nothing to its strength, 
and that Mr. Cleveland was bound to be 
re-elected, no matter who took the place 
Mr. Blaine said he did not want. The expressions 
of some of the Senators on both sides, and the 
replies given by leading Representatives to the 
question: ‘ Whatdo you think of the letter?” 
are given below, in substance, or entire: 

Senator Beck of Kentucky—Mr. Blaine must 
be in earnest or he would not have demoralized 
his friends, I fear this means Allison and Haw- 
ley for the Republican ticket, and that would be 
= most dangeruus ticket for the Democrats to 

ace. 

Senator Frye of Maine—If the Republican 
Party should insist upon Mr. Blaiue for its can- 
didate he could not refuse. 

Senator Cockrell of Missouri—Blaine cannot 
complain now if Republicans make new alli- 
ances. ‘ 

Senator Allison of Iowa—Mr. Biaine’s letter 
shows that he believes that the HKepublican 
Party will be restored to power this year. 

Senator Cullom of Iilnois—Mr. Blaine un- 
doubtedly means what he says. 

Senator Spooner of Wisconsin—Mr. Blaine 
thinks more of his party than of himself, and 
will take whatever course will best inaure suc- 
cess. : 

Senator Vest of Missouri--Mr. Blaine can have 
the nomination if he wants it. :

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cere withdrawal, and is calculated to be of ad- 
Vantage to the party in summing pane sempre 
forth its position of advantage. The party wil 
be uni and resolute. 

Senator Allison of lowa—It is asincere with- 
drawal. Thereis nodoubt of that. Mr. Blaine 
is out of the race unless his party shall demand 
that he head the ticket. 

Senator Blair of New-Hampshire—Mr. Blaine 
undoubtedly means what he says, butin my 
opinion his declination is a misfortune to the 
Republican Party, because nobody else can get 
as many votes as he would. 

Senator Teller of Colorado—Mr. Blaine is en- 
tirely sincere, and I believe party harmony will 
be promoted by his action. I believe he could 
be nominated if he would but say the word, and 
he knows that he could, but be knows that there 
isanelement of the party that opposes him, 
aud to promote harmony, as he hwupes, he vol- 
untarily declines. 

Senator Farwell of Illinois—AsI read the let- 
ter between the lines, as [have aright to do, I 
think Ican see an uncontrollable desire fora 
renomination. But the Republican Party can 
take Mr. Biaine at his word and nominate some- 
bodv else. 

Senator Cullom of [llinois—I take it for grant- 
ed ihat Mr, Biaine has written his letter in good 
faith. He does not now anticipate that his 
Dame will go before the convention. I have no 
idea that it will, unless the sentiment of the Re- 
publican Party demands it. 

Senater Aldrich of Rhode Island does not 
believe that the withdrawal of Mr. Blaineand 
his refusal to permit the use of his nume will 
be a deteriment or au element of weakness to 
the Republican Party. He predicts that the 
outcome of Mr. Biaine’s retirement will be 
thorough unity and harmony in the Republican 
Party, and that it will go into the canvass with 
enthusiasm and every prospect of success. 
* There is one thing,” added Senator Aldrich, 
*“ that this letter has made certain. It will make 
the Republican Convention a more interesting 
assembly.”’ 

Senator Pugh of Alabama—Blaine will be 
taken at his word whether he means to be or 
not. I think Allison will be the Republican 
candidate, and he will be astrong one. But the 
Republicans haven’t a man strong enough to 
beat Grover Cleveland, and Blaine probably 
knew that before he wrote. 

Represenative Morrow of California, one of the 
most earnest friends of Mr. Blaine and the man 
who placed the Maina statesman in nomination 
in 1884, was not surprised at the ap- 

earance of the Blaine letter. He had 

eard intimations that Mr. Blaine would 
make such an announcement, The letter 
was undoubtedly a genuine expression of Mr. 
Bilaine’s desire not to be a candidate, and Mr. 
Morrow did not expect to see him before the 
convention as a candidate for nomination. He 
would have beénu the strongest candidate that 
could have been named for the Pacitic coast, Mr. 
Morrow thought. The people out there liked 
him because he was in accord with their views. 
They wanted protection from the pauper labor of 
China in this country, and the productions of 
foreign pauper labor at home, Mr. Blaine agreed 
with them. They wanted the commerce of 
the United States to take the lead in the islands 
of the Pacific, and Mr. Blaine’s ideas on that 
subject were theirs. Mr. Blaine had been in the 
West and knew whatits people wanted. His 
withdrawal would be universally regretted in 
Calitornia. Mr. Morrow believed that the letter 
made Mr. Blaine a stronger man than ever. He 
was never so weak as when a candidate for 
nomination. Lifted out of that position, as he 
was now, be towered up higher than ever as,a 
great, strong representative American and Re- 
ublican. Mr. Morrow believed that any good 
publican could carry California next Fall. 
Mr. Sherman stood well there, although he was 
not entirely in accord with Pacific coast views. 
Mr. Allison would poll a full vote; so would 
Gresham, Harrison, Palmer of Michigan, and a 
half dozen others; but none would carry the 
State by so large a majority as would be given 
to Blaine if he were to allow himself to be a can- 
didate. 

Representative Reed, Repubiican, of Maine, 
evidently found Blaine’s letter very funny read- 
ing. He wore a most expansive smile as hse 
lolled in his seat, and gazed on nothing with an 
introspective cast of features. When he ven- 
tured out the main door of the House he was 
hailed by half a dozen reporters. He waved a 
roll of papers over his hvad, and sent back a 
shout of derisiom. Then he darted in at the 
first door to escape his nimble pursuers. He 
made subsequent efforts to get out at other 
doors, but each time fell into the hands of new 
interviewers. At last. in order to escape 
persecution, he became a prisoner within the 
walls of the Chamber, atill wearing his 
expansive emile and occasionally chuckling to 
himself as he thought of the way he had sluded 
the newspaper men, or at the news that Blaine 
was no longer seeking & nomination, 

Representative Milliken of Maine—I do not 
think Mr. Blane’s candidacy is a matter that he 
can settle for himself. I consider his letter en- 
tirely sincere, but it will take some stronger 
declaration than that to induce his friends to let 
him retire from the field. The letteris an able 
document, such as he would write. I know how 
he felt about the matter before he received 
the omination before. He did not want 
it. e was not a candidate until it was already 
certainly his. I have known his feelings about 
a renomination since. [know it from himself, 
and I have known it from thefirst that he did not 
Want the nomination. He has not changed bis 
mind, and this isan expression of his wishes. 
He says himself in the letter that it is on ac- 
count of personal reasons that he declines. We 
all know what these reasons are—the fa- 
tigue and annoyance of the campaign, &c. 
These, [ think, cannot weigh against the public 
reasons why he should accept. Iam in favor of 
his renomination, not on account of our personal 
friendship or because [ represent his district 
and have the highest personal regard for him, 
but because Ithink he is the strongest man 
in the party. I have taken part in every cam- 
paign of any importance in New-York for taany 
years, and am satisfied that any other 
man than Blaine would have lost that 
State in 1884 by more than 50,000.

Mr. Perkins of Kansas—It’s a good, manly 
letter, and [am glad he wrote it. The Repub- 
lican deck is now cleared for victory, and all we 
have to do is to nominate a man who can rally 
the strength of the party to his support. Who 
that will be am unable to say. I 
think Mr. Biaine has made a great personal sac- 
ritice for the benefit of the Republican Party. 

When asked who he thought wouldfcapture the 
nomination providing Mr. Blaine was sincere 
in his declaration, he replied: ‘“‘ That is difficult 
to teil. I woula favor an Indiana man for first 
place, and the tail of the ticket, in my judgment, 
should come from Connecticut or New-Jersey. 
William Walter Phelps, I believe, would add 
strength to the ticket.” 

Mr. Buchanan of New-Jersey — I have read 
the letter and am sorry for it, for the reason 
that the next campaign will be fought upon 
the issue of free trade against protection, 
and Mr. Blaine is peculiarly the exponent 
of the‘ principle of protection more than 
any other publie man inthecountry. I believe

STATE CAPITAL OPINIONS. 
BLAINE IN THE RACE—BLAINE OUT OF 
THE RACE. 

ALBANY, N. Y., Feb. 13.—Interviews with 
members of the Legislature and prominent Re- 
publicans in this vicinity bring out clearly the 
fact that Mr. Blaine could have had the delega- 
tion of New-York State 48 hours ago if he had 
wanted it. The original Blaine men, like Sena 
tor Robertson, will not accept Mr. Blaine’s 
letter as a declaration that he would not under 
any circumstances take the nomination. Some 
of the statesmen who have been in line for the 
Piumed Knight for months are not quite pre- 


pared to believe that Blaine will not yet be 
nominated. If Senator Hiscock were in this 
town to-night he would discover that there was 
@ very strong tide running in favor of gathering 
the delegation of New-York for him, or, at least, 
in his name. Chauncey M. Depew has 4 
large number of admurers, as well as Mr. His 
cock, as the interviews show. Warner Miller 
18 more talked of for Governor to-night thanany 
other member of the party. “I am still for 
Blaine as I have always been,” exclaimed 
senator William H. Robertson of Westchester, 
“and I expect to have the satisfaction of voting 
for him again. He is unquestionably 
sincere in his refusal to be a candi 
date, but he khows what a _ Presidential 
campaign means and naturally shrinks from the 
strain. I believe the party is almost unanimous 
in desiring his nomination and wili demand it. 
It hasaclaim upon him, and I believe he will 
honor it when the time comes. Of course if he 
should continues to decline it might alter cir- 
cumstances somewhat.” 

Said Speaker Cole: ‘“*This letter makes sure 
his re-nomination. I think he should be nomi- 
nated and that he will be. Although [ do 
not question that he means that his 
declination shall be regarded as final, he 
is undoubtedly one of the strongest, if 
not the strongest, Republican among the rank 
and file of the party. I do not see how he could 
refuse the nomination if it came to him. He 
would owe it to the party toacceptit. While | 
should loyally support the nominee of the 
party, it seems to me that Biaine is the 
choice of the great mass of the party, and ought 
therefore to be nominated.” 

Senator George B. Sloan thought Mr. Blaine 
would have been nominated but tor this letter, 
and this, the Senator was disposed to believe, 
was final. There was, he believed, general regret 
among Republicans at Mr. Biaine’s declination. 
He accepted it as an evidence of Mr. Blaine’s 
desire to secure absolute unity of action in the 
party, but in his opinion “it must have 
the effect of attaching Republicans to 
him closer than ever, and that attach- 
ment may reach a point where it will 
bring about his nomination by unanimous 
consent. I believe, he said, that the party will 
be successful in the next electidn with either 
Sherman, Hawley, Depew, Harrison, Allison, or 
half a dozen others who might be mentioned. 

Senator Commodore P. Vedder, an old Stal- 
Wart of the-Stalwarts, was of the opmion thas 
Blaine’s letter has brought the nomination 
more closely within his reach than anything 
else that could have happened. It placed 
him in the attitude, the Senator thought, 
of not seeking the nomination for himself or of 
seeking to divert it to anybody else, a position 
which was naturally a very strong one. Blaine 
would be nominated in spite of his letter, the 
Senator thought. Unlike Mr. Tilden's letter of 
declination, his Own gave no reasons why he 
should not be nominated. 

Superintendent of Public Instruction Andrew 
8. Draper, an Arthur Stalwart, believes the let- 
ter takes Mr. Blaine out of the race. Chauncey 
M. Depew, if he would say the word, 
could have the delegation from this State 
An effort would undoubtedly = be made 
by Mr. Hiscock’s friends to unite the delegation 
for him. John Sherman would, be thought, 
make a strong candidate, though he doubted 
whether he would get the nomiuation. 

Senator Raines, a Stalwart, was certain that 
Mr. Blaine’s nomination is assured in spite of 
the letter. Democratic candidates, however, 
would, no doubt, rush into the tieid to contest 
Cleveland’s renomination, satistied that Mr. 
Blaine, the man they were most afraid of, was 
out of the way. A dozen Republican candidates 
would also be foundin the convention. There 
woudl in all probability be a dead-lock and, in 
the end, a rush would be made toward Blaine, 
which would nominate hiin by exclamation. 

* Every body is for Blaine in my district,” said 
Senator Lewis of Delaware. ‘“[ don’t Know ex- 
actly what to think of the letter. It looks as if 
it might be final. Weshall have to go to work 
on other lines in our district, if we conclude that 
Mr. Blaine is not to be our candidate.” 

“Yes, from what I have heard fur some time | 
am disposed to believe that Blaine 1s no longer a 
candidate,” said Senator Erwin, a St. Lawrence 
Stalwart. “This letter would not prevent his 
nomination, however, if the people want him. 
He could be nominated even now. I would like 
to see Mr. Hiscock nominated.” 

Assemblyman Jack Adams of Orange said 
that while he would, support Blaine if he was 
nominated, he did not think it wisdom to nom- 
inate him. He believed that there was no 
longer any question\ebout Mr. Blaine now being 
out of the race. 

Assemblyman E. H. Crosby thought Mr. 
Blaine did not want the nomination, and he had 
frankly said so. In his judgment the best man 
to nominate would be Frank Hiscock. Mr. 
Blaine would henceforth stand in somewhat the 
same relation toward the Republican Party that 
Samuel J. Tilden did to the Democratic Party. 
That is, he would be guide, philosopher, and 
friend. 

Gen. Curtis believes the letter removes Mr. 
Blaine from the field. He thinks Chauncey M. 
Depew would stand a better chance of carrying 
New-York, perhaps, than any candidate who has 
been mentioned. Both Mr. Depew and John 
Sherman would, in his opinion, be strong candl- 
dates in the convention. 

“With Frank Hiscock for President and War- 
ner Miller fur Governor [I think the Republicans 
could sweep this State,” was the exclamation of 
Charles A. Chickering, Clerk of the Assembly 
and a Lewis County Halt-breed, after expressing 
his belief that Mr. Blaine’s letter was final. 

Assemblyman Cromwell of Staten island ac- 
cepted Mr. Blaine’s letter as a deciaration that 
that gentleman is out of the race. He would be 
giad to vote for Chauncey M. Depew. 

Assemblyman Ainsworth of Oswego regretted 
that the letter had been written and hoped it 
would not have sffect upon the party, which 
ought, in his opinion, to nominate the Plumed 
Knight. 

Assemblyman Tallmadge of Brooklyn had but 
one reply to make to interviewers. It was that 
** Now is the chance for some of the other good 
Republicans who want the nomination. I am 
for Chauncey M. Depew first and for John Sher- 
man next.” 

“TI believe the letter is a sort of feeler,” said 
Assemblyman Mase, an old Dutchess County 
stalwart. “It willcall out a general expres- 
sion of opinion and Mr. Blaine’s friends can 
then determine just how strong he is and 
whether it will be wisdom to {continue their 
work for him.” 

Ex-Senator Hamilton Harris said: “It is a 
splendid letter. I have noe doubt that Mr. Blaine 
is earnest in his desire not to become a 
candidate, but he commands in a greater 
degree than any one man the contidence 
and respect of the Republican Party, and I 
should not wonder if the unanimous sentiment 
in the party that he is the best man for the 
Presidency will lead to his nomination at the 
Republican National Convention, notwithstand- 
ing his letter.” 

Eugene Burlingame of the Republican State 
Committee said: “I think the Republicans of 
the vountry will be very reluctant to accede to 
Mr. Biaine’s request. His decision, if final, will 
be received with sincere regret on the part of 
the majority‘of the voters in the party. The 
position of the re Party on the indus- 
trial questions ected by a protective tariff 
has Mr. Blaine for its chief exponent.

Everybody sooner or later 
loses a desire for sumething which they were 
once anxious to obtain, and this is entirely true 
in the case of Mr. Biaine.” 

“fs not Mr. Blaine’s letter somewhat ineon- 
sistent with the action of his friends, presuma- 
biy with his consent, in working for the con- 
trol of the State delegations and committees ?” 

“No, Sir; itis not inconsistent, No such work 
has been done by us. Of cvurse, I have received 
couutless letters on this subject from people 
North, Seuth, East, and West. Mr. Biluine’s 
friends haye not sought to set up or secure a 
singie delezate anywhere. We have made no 
coucerted action. There has been no meeting to 
map out a4 course favorable to Mr. Blaine, and [ 
assure you that whatever has been done by ad- 
wirers of Mr. Blaine has been done on thelr own 
account and not at the instance of his cloae 
friends. Wehave done nothing to secure the 
nomination for Mr. Blaine. When people write 
to me on the subject Lsend them in reply the 
cali of the convention as issued by the commit- 
tee and some extracts from the history of the 
convention of 1884. [have written no letters 
in Mr. Blaine’s interest.” 

“Was this letter laid before any sort of a 
meeting of bis friends or of the National Com- 
mittee %”’ 

“It wasnot. The letter was received by me 
on Tuesday last, it having come directly from 
Florence tome. It was entirely in Mr, Blaine’s 
handwriting. As you see by its opening sen- 
tence, it Was intended for the Republican Party. 
I did not tell anybody of its existence until Fri- 
day. Then I toid one man, who assisted me in 
preparing copies of the letter for the press. It 
was not given out on Saturday because tmnany 
papers do not print Sunday editions, and I was 
anxious to give it the widest publicity. [ ar- 
ranged to have it go out by the Associated Press. 
Even a man as close to Mr. Blaine as Stephen B. 
Eitkins knew nothing of the existence of this 
letter until this norning. 

‘* As tothe effect of the letter and what may 
be the result of that effect’—and here Mr. 
Jones smiled and shrugged his shoulders—* [ 
am not prepared to say. [Lam very anxious to 
know how the country takes the letter and what 
its sentiment is,” 

**Suppose as a result of this letter that it had 
the same effect as the letter written by Mr. Til- 
den under similar circumstances, and the con- 
vention was unanimous in its demand that Mr. 
3laine should run, do you think he would accept 
then ?” 

“IT do not see how he could refuse under such 
circumstances, and I think he would have to ac- 
cept,” 

“Some papers intimate that this is only one 
of B)aine’s smart tricks, and is a feeler.” 

“Do they?’ said Mr. Jones, with a laugh. 
* Well, [do not look atit that way. I think Mr. 
Blaine is tired of the fight and wants to retire. 
Still fam not prepared to say what may be the 
result.” 

Further than this Mr. Jones would not say, 
but an intimate friend of his said: ‘I will say 
one thing only, and you can construe it as you 
viease. James G. Blaine will be the next Repub- 
lican candidate for President.” 

Joseph D. Weeks was asked what he thought 
would be the result of Mr. Blaine’s letter upon 
the approaching Presidential campaign. Said 
he: “I believe Mr. Blaine is thuroughly in 
earnest in declining the nomination. I may say 
that I know he was not anxious for the nomina- 
tion last time. But Mr. Biaine is not a free 
agent in this matter. He has been the recipient 
of great honors from the Republican Party, and 
he belougs toit. Lam fairly convinced that if 
the issue of the forthcoming campaign is made, 
as it will be, upon the basis of protection as op- 
posed to President Cleveland’s last annual mes- 
sage, the party will lookfor the best man in its 
ranks to bring the forces together. The general 
opinion is that Mr. Blaineis that man. Should 
the Nationa! Convention coine to that determina- 
tion Mr. Blaine will be nominated, and, as a 
good Republican, having the welfare of his 
country at heart, will be compelled to accept.” 

“Then you think that Mr. Blaine will be the 
Republican nominee for President at the Chicago 
Convention ?”’ asked the reporter. 

“Tcan only conjecture. But [ will tell you 
one thing that will show you the feeling. Last 
November a gentleman who was one of Gen. 
Grant’s closest friends and who declined a port- 
folio in his Cabinet told me that he cousidered 
Mr. Blaine the one man on whose nowination 
ali Republicans could unite, and that he would 
undoubtedly be the next ecandidate.”’ 

** Have you any idea what caused Mr. Blaine 
to write his letter of declination ?” 

“No. Butas I said before, I believe that he 
was thoroughly in earnest and meant every 
word that he wrote. Huwever, when a man is 
absolutely necessary to his party’s success, as I 
consider be is, he must let his private feelings 
go for the general good.”

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 13.—In spite of the 
fact that Mr. Blaine carried this State by over 
80,000 majority in 1884, it is an open secret that 
his nomination this year has not been desired by 
the local Republican leaders, and his letter say- 
ing that his name would not be presented to the 
Chicago Convention has given general satisfae- 
tion here. James McManes, the head of the 
dominant Republican faction, said to-day re- 
garding Blaine’s letter: “ I think it will greatly 
help Mr. Childs, It will clear the way for him. 
If Mr. Wanamaker gues to the convention he 
willfiave to support Mr. Childs.

As yet two-thirds of the Republicans 
have neither seen nor heard of Biaine’s letter.”

BATIMORE, Feb. 13.—Mr. Blaine’s letter 
was the general topic of discusion here to-day.

CLEAR OUT OF THE FIELD. 
THAT’S WHAT MR. CLARKSON THINKS— 
PROBABLE SUBSTITUTES, 

Des Mornes, Iowa, Feb. 13.—In an inter- 
view to-day, J. 8. Clarkson, Iowa member of the 
Republican National Committee and an intimate 
friend and supporter of Blaine, said of the 
Blaine letter of declination and its probable 
effect: “Ihave been expecting the letter for 
sometime. Itisin line with letters I received 
from Mr. Blaine in November and December 
which led me to believe and to say at the Na- 
tional Committee meeting in Washington, and 
afterward at New-York, that I did not believe he 
would be in the field. The press of the coun- 
try, led by the pursuing misrepresentations of 
the malignant enemies of Blaine, has refused 


to believe the sineerity and unselfish attitude 
Blaine bas held toward the party. In 1884 he 
was not a candidate for the nomination; he did 
not really wantit. and [ received several Irtters 
from him in the Winter and the early Spring 
before bis nomination strongly expressing the 
wish not torun. So far from directing his friends 
at the National Convention that year, he had no 
communication with them, and not a word 
passed between him and any of them during the 
contest there. The masses of tue party, not 
the poiiticians, were for for him, and 1t was their 
moving forward at township primaries and 
county, district, and Siate conventions that sent 
the delegates to Chicayo for him, 

“Before he weut abroad last Spring he told me 
again of his settled disinelination to run, and of 
his controlling wish to contribute cverything 
that he could to the unification and snevess of 
the party in the election of 1888. But the peo- 
ple atill preferring him, and believing that he 
was defeated in 1884 by the treachery of sume 
party politicians, as he was, bave been intend- 
ing to move forward again and renominate and 
elect him, and would have done so but for this 
letter. His action now shows anew the great- 
ness of the man, and his devotion as a Repub- 
lican. He has done much to disarm enmity 
before this, and should certainly remove it all 
now.

BEN BUTTERWORTH’S VIEWS. 

HAS HIS DOUBTS AS TO BLAINE’S 
SINCERITY. 

PirrspurG, Penn., Feb. 18.—Congressman 
Benjamin F. Butterworth of Cincinnati, C. 
Thompson of Portsmouth, Ohio, and J. J. Pugs- 
ley of the Twelfth Ohio District, accompanied 
by Fred G. Mussey, the Washington cor- 
respondent, were fn the city this morning en 
route to the Union Republican League banquet 
at Columbus, Ohio, to-night. They were all 
overjoyed at Blaine’s withdrawal from the 
Presidential race, and altnough none of them

Congressman Butterworth 
said: 

“IT think Mr. Blaine means to be sincere, but 
he is in the hands of his triends, and if they can 
secure his nomination he will certainly be a can 
didate. He reminds me of Julius Cesar when 
refusing the crown offered him by Mare Antony. 
Each time he puts it by Jess firmly than before. 
I think, however, that his letter will have the 
effect of bringing Senator Sherman more promi- 
neutly before the people and perhaps securing 
his nomination. He is the unanimous choice of 
Ohio, and would, of a certainty, be elected if 
nominated. 

* But, then, Mr. Blaine has a great personal 
following, and is by no means politically dead. 
In the face of this the declination was most 
manly, and was doubtless prompted by some 
private reason rather than anything else.” 

At this juncture Mr. Mussey stated that when 
Murat Halstead met Mr. Biaine in Europe re- 
cently, Biaine told him that he was undecided 
what to do regarding the Presidency. He did 
not know whether to make a contest again or not. 
His wife was in poor health and objected to his 
making another canvass, claiming that defeat 
would ruin and perhaps kill him. 

Mr. Butterworth predicted that if Blaine is 
not nominated for President he will go back to 
the Senate and that Senator Hale will go into 
the Cabinet if a Republican Executive is elected. 

Convressmen Thompson and Pugsley said that 
Sherman’s nomination was now certain.

It places the 
whole responsibility on the convention 
of nominating him without solicitation 
on his part and without responsibility 
for the resultin case his nameis again put be- 
fore the people. If the convention should nom- 
inate Judge Gresham, &oe Hawley, Gen. 
Sheridan, Senator Allison, Chauncey M. De- 
pew, or some one else, Mr. Blaine 
would not be a_ sorehead, as was 
Clay in 1848, when Gen. Zach Taylor was nomi- 
nated and elected by the Whigs. But if the 
convention believes that Blaine is the 
strongest, best, and most available candi- 
date, all things considered, it will pay no 
attention to the Jones letter, but will 
assume the responsibility of its opinions 
and acts, and place the Republican 
banner again in his hands, to bear 
in the front of battle, and the 
* Plumed Knight” is not the man to disobey his 
party’s commander under such circumstances. 
in fact, I incline to the belief that the letter of 
declination, if it has any effect, will rather tend 
to promote than to prevent his nomination.’ ”

BELIEVES IT BONA FIDE. 
Nrew-HAVEN, Conn., Feb. 13.—When Gov. 
Lounsbury was asked his opinionof Mr. Blaine’s 
letter he said: ‘“‘I regard it as a bona fide letter, 
It is no surprise to me, as it was intimated to me 
some time ago that he did not want the nomina- 
tion. I think that he meant just what he wrote, 


and that his name will not be presented to the 
convention with his consent.” 

When asked why Blaine did not come out and 
say that he would not accept the nomination if 
it were offered him, the Governor said that Mr, 
Blaine could not have said any more in his 
tetter with modesty. Ex-Gov. Bigelow, who 
was with the Governor, concurred in what Mr, 
Lounsbury said about the letver. 


SOME DIVERSITY OF OPINION, 
VIEWS OF MEN PROMINENT IN POLIT- 
ICAL, BUSINESS, AND OTHER CIRCLES. 

CuHauncry M. DrepEw—Its sincerity is 
undoubted. Isaw Mr. Blaine last Summer, just 
before he went to Europe, and we talked things 
over very freely. At that time Mr. Blaine spoke 
very strongly of his disinclination to become a 
candidate, and when I met him later, in London, 
the night before he went to the Continent, we 
had another very delightful talk together, in the 
course of which Mr. Blaine said that he had de- 
cided that he would not be a candidate. But 
that does not mean that he would not take a 


nomination -if it was offered him. Recail- 
ing all that Mr. Blaine said on these 
occasions, I cannot but think that his letter is 
most decidedly sincere. His family also, I 
found out when in Hamburg, are strongly 
against his being a candidate, or even President, 
as they fear the cares which necessarily accom- 
pany those positions. Notwithstanding this, 
however, he seemed to mein full mental! vigor, 
with the brilliaucy of his conversational powers 


undiminished. The effect of Mr. Biaine’s letter 
will be to enormously increase the chauces of 
the other candidates, Sherman especially, 
who is strong with the business men, and A\lii- 
son, who is well backed by tue Western farmers. 
Mr. Blaine’s letter, like all of his deliberate pro- 
ductions, is admirably put, containing along 
with his withdrawal a strong party appeal, and 
Idon’t think it would be surprising that it 
should ultimately prove to be the boomerang 
which nominated nim. The letter strengthens 
Mr. Blaine personally with bis own party. 

Gen. JOSEPH R. HAWLEY, United States Sen- 
ator from Connecticut—I believe that Mr. Blaine 
sincerely wishes to be considered out of the race. 
He bas been in the heat of tliree Presidential 
conflicts; once as a candidate. I kuow that in 
1884 he was reluctant to allow the use of his 
name before the conventiou, and that he was 
with difficulty persuaded by his friends to 
change his mind I knowtbatsome of those 
chiefly interested in his candidacy have of late 
been apprehensive that he would come out with 
some such declaration as the present one and 
lived in hope that be would keep quiet and let 
the convention take its own course. Whether 
the convention would have nominated him is 
now a matter of sinall momeut, and io view 
of wy friendly relatious with Mr. Sherman, Mr. 
Allison, and the oth: rs whose names are urged 
as candidates, it would be improper for me to 
attempt to forecast events. [n regard to the 
buik of Mr. Biaine’s letter, it will no doubt be 
generally indorsed by the party. The party is 
certainly in excellent fourm and the issue has 
been detined. Let it be squarely fought, with 
no shirking, no cowardly evasion. Let the ques- 
tion be put to the people—Do you want protec- 
tion? Wedo not mean protection as the free 
traders define 1t, but what is due and right for 
the encouragewent of our industries. On that 
issue [ think we have a good chance to win. 
The House is a protection House and the Senate 
is a protection Senate. I[ believe they represent 
the sentiment of the people. [ was one of those 
who duuvted the wisdum of Mr. Biaine’s nomina- 
tion. Now that he has voluntarily put it aside, 
I hope his eritics will treat him more fairly and 
more CGharitably than in the past. 

WILLIAM R. Grack~—As I read the letter it 
means that Mr. Blaine isout. Many think dif- 
ferently, but Lean get no other impression from 
it. Whether he is actuated by the condition of 
his health or other personal reasons or whether 
he has become convinced, Which seems to me 
quite possible, ibat no Republican can be elected 
against Mr. Cleveland, I am not able to judge. 

RoswiL_Lt P. FLoWer—Whether Mr. Blaine 
means What he says or vot, the country will 
construs his letter into a declination. I believe 
he means to decline. Mr. Blaine seems to me 
more dangerous on the stump than asa eandi- 
date. Bilame's relirewent will comfort a good 
many Republicans. I know that in the West 
there has been a widespread hope among Re- 
publicans that Blaine’s nomination might in 
sowe Way be averted. 

MARVELLE W. CoOPER—From a cursory read- 
ing of Mr. Blaine’s letter I judge that an ob- 
jectionable candidate is out of the way. I think 
the country will so interpret what he says und 
let his candidacy drop. 

JusErH J. O'DONOHUE—Tnhe letter is clever 
and shows the brightness of the writer. Per- 
haps he realizes that a second defeat would ruin 
him in politics forever. Yet I met men to-day 
who think the letter is only a bid for the nomi- 
nation. One of my callers said Gen. Grant in- 
formed him that Blaine bad given Gen. Grant 
personal assurance that he (Bjaine) would not 
be a candidate in 1880 against Grant. But he 
Was # candidate in spite of that promise. 

ROBERT G. INGERSOLL—Blaine is like an 
amorous widow, simulating coyness to allure 
wooers, She says no: butshe means yes. Mr. 
Blaine, to my knowledge, has had the Presiden- 
tial fever for the last 12 years, and that never 
leaves a man until life leaves him. Heis trying 
the same withdrawing dodge that Tilden tried 
in 1880, and as happened to Tilden, he may, 
much to his disgust, be taken at his word. 

CakL Scuurz—The letter does not seem to 
ine to bea withdrawal of Mr. Blaine’s candi- 
dacy. Itis teo early yet to figure on the eflect 
Mr. Blaine’s withdrawal will have on the Na- 
tional Convention. 

GEN. RuGER A. PRYOR-I believe Mr. Blaine 
declines a nomination in good faith; but, still, 
his party might insist on his candidacy, and 
if this be done with unanimity I believe he 
Would accept a nomination. Whether he would 
be elected depends on the effect of the tariff 
issue, which evidently will control the can- 
vass. 

THOMAS L. JAMES—I have no reason to sup- 
pose that Mr. Blaine’s letter misrepresented 
him; Lam of opimion that he was perfectly sin- 
cere in his conclusions. I think his determina- 
tion not to become a candidateis a good thing 
for the party, because it takes out of the canvass 
what certainly, for the nomination, was a very 
potent element of discord. I believe that.it will 
doubtless bave the eflect of solidifying the party, 
and that it will stop the exodus of the independ- 
ent Republicans who have supposed that the 
only way to beat Blaine was iv vote for Mr. 
Cleveland. 

HENRY WALKER WEBR—I am very glad to 
hear that he does not intend to become a candi- 
dute, if be means it, but I don’t think he does. 

THOMAS C. ACTON—I think the letter is sin- 
cere. Mr. Blaine has evidently mate up his 
mind to make every effort to harmonize the 
party. 

JAMES S. LEHMAIER, Secretary of the State 
League of Repnblican Clubs—Mr. Blaine means 
just what he says in bis letter. If the Repub- 
licans unanimously demand him as their candi- 
date he may sacrifice his own personal desires 
and accept a nomination. 

CONGRESSMAN S. V. Wuite—Mr. Blaine, I be- 
lieve, is thoroughly in earnest. Intrenched in 
the good-will and affections of the people of his 
country he has no need to ask tor anew honor 
or a higher one than that of his great citizen- 
ship. Yes, Mr. Blaine isin earnest. Only, you 
know, that sometimes one’s country rises su- 
perior to personal wishes, and though there may 
be hesitancy upon Mr. Blaine’s own part, a sum- 
mons might come from the srand old party that 
would have the spirit of a command in it. 

W. L. StTROoNG—Mr. Blainue’s letter 1s another 
exhibition of his finesse. It gives him the op- 
portunity of gracefully saying, if defeated for 
the nomination, that he had declined the honor 
many months ago; or,on the other hand, if 
nominated, there was nothing in the letter to 
indicate that he would not accept. 

JOHN F. PLUMMER—Mr. Biaine’s} letter to 
Mr. Jones isa matter of no surprise to me, as 
1ts substance is exactly what Mr. Blaine said to 
mein Paris in November last, and this commu- 
nication to the public gives me the opportunity 
of speaking of the confidence then imposed 
which I have never heretofore felt autuorized to 
touch upon. I believed Mr, Blaine to be sincere 
then and [ believe him to be sincere now. 
Snould he be the nominee of the Republican 
Party for the Presidency it will be because the 
people of the country atlarge demand it and dis- 
regard his voice and wishes in the matter. 

GEN. ROY STONE, Republican—I am glad he is 
not to be candidate. I consider the letter bona 
fide and to mean just what it says. 

ALDERMAN CONKLING, Republican—It relieves 
Republicans in New-York of considerable em- 
barrassment. The letter, I think, is a bona-fide 
expression of Mr. Blaine’s desires. 

Janes C. SPENCEk—I think I can read between 
the lines of the letter a desire to be coaxed. I 
feel that it will be construed literally by the 
body of the Republican Party, and that Blaine 
will not be nominated. 

JOHN O'BRIEN of the Democratic State Execu- 
tive Committee—I think the letter shows that 
Mr. Blaine feels that Cieveland will be renomi- 
nated, and that a race against Lim would be 
unsuccessful. But if the Democracy should 
nominate some one else, there is nothing so 
peremptory about the letter that it would inter- 
tere with his being the Republican candidate. 

SENATOR EUGENES. [vEs—I do not think he is 
in dead earnest. Butif he is, then the candidate 
will be anybody he chooses to name. 

JAMES A. FLAcK—I do not believe that Blaine 
wants to be considered as disposing irrevocably 
of his lien upon the nomination. 

THEODORE W. MYERS—I believe Blaine is cut 
of the race. Itake the letter to mean exactly 
whatitsays. Mr. Blaine is undoubtedly a very 
able man, but he has evidently come to the con- 
clusion that as against Cleveland his party has 
no chance of success. 

JAMES J. SLEVIN—Oh, he wants it bad enough, 
but he wants it to come with a big boom and a 
hurrah—the only man that can save the party— 
and all that. But heis very adroit, and the let- 
ter shows it. : 


HENRY R. BEEKMAN—I guess he means about 
what he says—at least, as near as he ever Means 
anything. But he hardly means that, if nomi- 
nated, he would not aceept. But the letter is 
pat, and adroitly written. It puts him in a 
more advantageous position than before. 

Joun A. FKostTeR—I am very sorry he should 
have written such a letter, because [ think that 
the party needs him,as being the man who 
could lead the party to victory more certainly 
than any other Republican. That is a thing 
which appears to have been entirely overlooked 
by himself when he refused to ve our standard 
bearer. I trust the convention will override his 
wishes as they did Gartield’s. 

JOHN R. Fe_Lows—It was aj very character- 
istic letter indeed, and you will find after the 
name of Blaine vas been up before the conyen- 
tion that he, ‘‘whispermg ‘I will ne’er con- 
sent,’ consented.” Ibelieve that now he has 
made his letter of declination, it will be easy for 
him to accept, and Ithink he will thank the 
party warmly for his nomination. 

JOHN McCLAVE—I think that his letter is final; 
that itis intended as a declaration that Mr. 
Blaine bids farewell to the Presidency. There 
is no subterfuge in it and, as a politician, I shall 
act on this interpretation. ‘ 


STEPHEN B. FRENCH—Mr. Blaine’s letter is all 
right, but look at the parenthetical phrase in 
Whitelaw Reid’s editorial. Lam, however, dis- 
posed to believe that Mr, Blaine’s letter is final, 
a voluntary removal of himself from the Presi- 
dential campaign. 

DANIEL H. CHAMBERLAIN—It leaves Mr. Blaine 
at liberty to take any course he pleases at any 
future time in regard tothe Presidential nomina- 
tion. I believe he will accept the nomination if 
it is offered. 

F. B. TuuRBER—I thought, after reading the 
first portions of the letter, that it was a polit- 
ical document, but was impressed more favora- 
a when I had glanced over the latter portions. 
Ihave no doubt that Mr. Blaine would accept 
the nomination if he were convinced that the 
interests of the country demandea it. 

GEN. STEWART L. ‘WoopFoRD—But for this 
letter I believe Mr, Blaine would have been the 
nominee ot my party. [| think Mr. Blaine as 
frank, direct, and sincere a man as I bave ever 
met or known in public life, and I beheve that 
he means precisely what he says. 

EDWARD MITCHELL—The only interpretation 
that can be put upon the letter is thatit is a 
siucere and genuine withdrawal of his name as 
@ candidate, so far as he has personal power to 
doit. In that respect I can commend the letter 
as patriotic and calculated to remoye any fac- 
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— difficulties that might arise from his can- 
idacy. 

NoaH DaAvis—I believe Mr. Blaive’s letter to 
be earnest and sincere, without any doubt what- 
ever. It comes from the bottom of his heart 
It isthe letter of a patriot and a statesman: 
No true lover of his country can read it without 
the conviction of its truthfulness, 

ALLEN THORNDIKS RICE—I see no reason what- 
ever to question Mr. Blaine’s sincerity in the 
matter. My belief is enforced by the views 
which he expressed o me before he | ft for 
Europe. Iv regard to the effect of his letter on 
tre coming National Convention that question 
will be easier to answer in afew weeks. Mr. 
Blaine has never been anxious for the re-nomi- 
nation. 

THOMAS Bokse—Mr. Biaine’s declination is 
like Ceesar’s refusal of the kingly crown whieh 
Mare Autony thrice did offer him upon the 
Lupereal, He will not tear the nomination crown 
from his brows if it is placed upon them by an 
admiring convention, 

S. VAN RENSSELAER CRUGER--I beheve Mr. 
Blaine to be perfectly sincere in his action, 
though it will be disappointing to his admirers 
and friends. There will be many names now 
mentioned for the position by Republicans, but 
success depends on the party and not on its ean- 
didate. 

FRANKLIN EDsON—Mr. Blaine does not de- 
cline. He says, “I am in the hands of my 
friends,” 

HENRY W. O. EpYE—I consider that Mr. Blaine 
would hardly regard as binding anything he 
wrote or said if subsequent events made 16 ad- 
Vantageous to hiin to do otherwise. 

GEORGE MILMINE—I don’t consider that Mr. 
Blaine is bound by the letter. 

ADAM SMIrH—He means what he says and the 
Republican leaders knew all along what was 
coming. The Republican delegates will now go 
to the conveution Uninstructed and will nomi- 
nate their best man. 

GEORGE W. IbeE—The Mugwumps would have 
Slaugntered Blaine and heknew it. With their 
help we wiilcarry New-York State next Pre-i- 
dential election. 

_ CAREY MooreE—I don’t think that the letter

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THE FEDERAL CLUB’S REGRET. 

At the meeting of the Federal Club at 
619 Madison-avenue last evening, there was an 
expression of opinion on Mr. Biaine’s with 
drawal of his name for the Republican nomina- 
tion for the Presidency. A. R. Whitney said 
that Mr. Blaine could not decline what he had 
not received. Before going to Europe Mr 
Blaine had told him that he was perfectly will- 
ing to take off his coat for the party and to do 
more work for any other candidate than for 
himself.

Republican, more than I am for any one man. 
We do not need to beat the woods for candi- 
dates. We are ready to support any man the 
convention nominates, because we Know that 
whoever he 1s he will be worthy.” 

Almon Goodwin said there were other men 
besides Mr, Biaine. He had never Deen able to 
enthuse over the Maine statesman. Chauncey M. 
Depew would make a good candidate. 

Secretary Phipps thought the slogan of the 
next Presidential campain would be, * Blaine, 
Blaine—James G. Blaine!” 

The club unanimously passed resoiutions that 
it regretted Mr. Blaine’s declination, but pledged 
itself to support the party candidate, no matter 
who he might be.

1ER IS 2° BELOW, 

A LIVELY FIGHT IN ELEVENTH MICHI- 
GAN CONGRESSIONAL DISTRICT—THE 
METHODS EMPLOYED. 

DetroIt, Mich., Feb. 13.—An active polit. 
ical campaign carried cn in midwinter, and 
when the thermometer fanges from 10° to 35° 
below zero, is a novelty. But just such a cam- 
paign will close to-morrow, when the electors of 
the Eleventh Congressional District will choose 
between Henry W. Seymour, Republican, and 
Bartley Breen, Democrat, a labor fusion, for 
their Representative in Congress to take the 
place made vacant by the death of Seth C. Mof- 
fatt. The canvass has been a brief and hurried 
one, but a large amount of lively work has been 
put in. The Republicans, relying upon their 
large majorities heretofore, were very slow in 
getting to work, and were only stirred up at all 
by the vim with which their opponents went 
early to work with a determination to cateh the 

tepublicans napping and carry the district, if 

that was a possible thing. 

There is a great uncertain vote in the district, 
owing to the thousands of men in the camps and 
iron minea, many of whom are away from home 
and may or may not return to their precincts to 
vote, and all of whom are moved by various 
class prejudices and divers considerations, 
among the latter the “vash down” holding & 
not unimportant place. The canvass has de- 
veloped not a few amusing features. Breen’s 


candidacy has taken on a Kaleidoscopic form. 
The people inthe Grand Traverse region, Lower 
Peninsula, a farming and generally religious 
community, have been appealed to for votes for 
him, because he introduced into the iast Legis- 
lature, of which he was a member, a bill to 
suppress notorious dens of infamy in the vicinity 
of the lumber camps of the Upper Peninsula and 
which is known by his name, although passed 
by a unanimous vote, The Germans in Hough- 
ton County have been urged to gofor Breen be- 
cause he voted against atl temperance legisla- 
tion, which Grand Traverse fanatically favors; 
the Irishin Marquette because he isan [rishman, 
or at least his mother was Irish; the Catholics 
in Menominee and Mackinaw because he is a 
Catholic; Republicans in the lumber camps be- 
cause he is the workingman’s friend and has no 
party affiliations; the miners because he is fora 
high tariff on tron and copper, and the Demo- 
crats and free traders because he has the Lemo- 
cratic nomination. 

The latter game has been managed very 
adroitly. Breen had traveled around with a 
well-known Lower Peninsula Democrat, who is 
one of the rankest free traders in the State. Of 
course the first thing necessary was to know the 
sentiments of the men whose influence was 
sought. At Republic Mipe, as an instance, in 
conversation with a leading Knight of Labor, 
the political associate talked the strongest kind 
of free trade until his hearer remarked that he 
did not believe in that doctrine at all Then 
Breen put in: “f don’t agree with my friend 
here on that subject. I think we ought to have 
some protection.” His hearer then asked Breen 
to put his views in writing so that people would 
know What todepend upon. Breen accordingly 
wrote a brief note, dated Republic, and signed 
by himsélf, in which he said: ‘Iam not a free 
trader. I think the tariff on iron is iow 
enough.” 

The letter was not intended for publication, 
but only as a guarantee, and has been shown to 
many miners. If in some other locality the 
game thus driven out from cover was found to 
sympathize with the wicked partner the candi- 
date was silent, but judiciousiy appreciative of 
the views so ably set forth. It was a good 
scheme, and has been ‘‘ worked for all it is 
worth.” 

Considering the cold weather during the last 
10 days the campaign may be considered a rea- 
sonably warm one. The party papers got to 
calling each other liars a week ago, and the can- 
vassing fora few days past has been decidedly 
hot. 3ut people do not mind the cold up 
there as much as they do further South. 
About 2 o’ clock one morning last 
week a couple of political missionaries 
arrived on a belated train ata mining townin 
the western part of Marquette County. They 
sent word toa local politician to come over to 
the hotel, as they wished to talk politics with 
him and get away on the first train. The ther- 
mometer showed 20° below zero, but the resi- 
dent dressed, went over to the hotel, finished 
his business with the visitors, and went back 
home, taking the whole thingas a matter of 
course, : 

One of the emissaries from the Sault about 
the same time drove from Baraga to Ontona- 
gon and back, a distance of 90 miles, on a simi- 
lar errand. The temperature was way down 
aud the roads heavy witha surplus of snow, but 
he did not consider his journey anything out of 
the ordinary.

WHEN HE MARRIED AGAIN. 

Boston, Feb. 13.—The secret of the life 
ofthe Rev. 8. Bernard Carpenter, the poet, au- 
thor, and for many years Pastor of the fashion- 
able Hollis-Street Church, is now made public. 


For many months rumors have been afloat af- | 


fecting the character of the reverend gentleman. 
He was charged with the crime of bigamy. It 


was alleged that Mr. Carpenter left a wife in the | 
old country, from whom he had never heen di- 


vorced, and two children. Coming to this coun- 
try he had married again. The secret of Mr. 
Carpenter’s life, it was said, was brought to this 
country by the Rev. Brooxe Heriord of the Ar- 
lington-Street Church on his return from Eng- 
land in the summer of 1886. While in England 
he was understood to have met a lady who 
claimed to be the wife of Mr. Carpenter, and on 
his return in an interview with Mr. Carpenter 
the latter admitted the fact, and agreed to re- 
tire from the ministry, which he did a few 
months ago, 

One of Mr. Carpenter’s friends, a leading law- 
yer of this city, has given the following state- 
ment to THE TIMES’S correspondent. The story 
is the statement made by Mr. Carpenter to a 
few friends before he started on his trip to 
Europe. 

“When I was a young man in Englana my 
mother was influenced to bring about an alli- 
ance between me and a young woman whom she 
thought would make me a good wife. I liked 


the young lady very well and fell in with my 
mother’s plans so far as to become engaged to 
her. Then my mother consulted with the young 
woman’s parents regarding the settlement. She 
was disappointed, I believe, in what she learned 
about the family. Other things also which she 
learned led her to change her wishes regarding 
our union, and soon my mother was as strenu- 
ous in opposing the match as she had been be- 
fore in urging it. Others of my family took the 
same. attitude. On the other hand, I considered 
that I was in duty bound to marry the girl. [ 
had offered myself to her and had been accepted. 
She had asked no release from the engagement, 
and I knew of no suflicient reason why [ should 
do 60. 

“ T cannot say that I was deeply in love with 
her, but I did think it was my duty to make her 
my wife, and I did so in spite of the opposition 
of my family. We lived together rather more 
than two years and two children were born to 
us. After the first few months my wife devel- 
oved into a very different woman from what I[ 
had supposed her. I dislike to describe her dis- 
position and habits as they were revealed to me. 
She made my home a place of torment, She 
would eveu lock me in a room and boast 
of her power over me. [ bore it as long 
as I could, but it-became impossible for 
us to live together. I consulted with my broth- 
er, now Bishop of Ripon, and he advised us to 
get a legal separation. I went to London, em- 
ployed counsel, separation papers were drawn 
up, and both my wife and I signed them. I[ was 
told by my lawyer and by wy brother that I 
was then free, but before putting the articles of 
separation into effect my brother urged me to 
minake one more effort to live with my wife, to 
come with her to America aud to separate from 
her here if it became necessary in order to avoid 
the scandal of an English separation. [ con- 
sented, and about 14 years ago ianded in New- 
York with my wife ana children. 

“ My troubles began again almost immediately. 
It was perfectly evident that we could not live 
together, and in the course of several weeks we 
separated finally and forever I honestiyv and 
sincerely believed, and was advised that I was 
as free as though I had never been married. It 
took practically all the money I had in the 
world to provide for the immediate wants of my 
former wife and wy children when I left them. 
I was adriftin a strange country, and casting 
about for something to do I was offered a pulpit 
at Bridgeton. [located there as the Pastor of 
the Congregationaliss Church for about three 
years. 

“There I met and married my present wife, 
who hasever since been the guiding star of 
my life. I told her and her family all about 
my first marriage, and I never dreamed of any 
possible entanglement until Mr. Herford came 
10 me about the matter several months ago.” 

After his interview with the Rev. Brooke Her- 
ford, Mr. Carpenter at once set to work to un- 
ravel the complications in which he found him- 
selfinvolved. Not having suflicient means he 
told the whole story to one or two influential 
friends in his parish and asked their advice. 
They immediately advanced $2,500 and a law- 
yer went to England and obtained a full divorce 
and complete release from the first wife. When 
the final decree was issued by the English 
Court, Mr. Carpenter and his second wife went 
to Montreal and were there remarried on British 
soll, A Massachusetts law ?forbids the remar- 
riage of a divorced person until two years after 
the granting of the final decree. If Mr. aud Mrs, 
Carpenter should return to Massachusetts to 
live they will be remarried here a few months 
hence when the two year’s limit expires. 

The Rev. Mr. Carpenter’s friends deny very 
strongly that his retirement from the Hollis- 
Street Church pulpit was in any way caused or 
hastened by these developments. The consoli- 
dation of the South Congregational (Unitarian) 
and the Hollis-Street Churches, both using the 
tine Back Bay edifice recently erected by the 
latter society, has been under consideration. It 
was first proposed that Dr. Hale and Mr. Car- 
penter should both rtmain, but Mr. Carpenter 
required rest and so he and his wife sailed for 
Europe, where they will remain for several 
months. Dr. Carpenter will probably notreturn 
to the ministry, but will accept a position in 
some college, for which work heis eminently 
well fitted. 

The Rev. Brooke Herford,in answer to in- 
quiries made to-day by THE TIMEsS’s corre- 
spondent, gives the following story: ‘Some 14 
years ago Mr. Carpenter was an Episcopal cler- 
gyman in Liverpool, England, dreamy, poetical, 
utterly unpractical, married to a person quite 
incapable of congenial companionship with him. 
The result was years of unhappiness, debts, 
home misery, public discredit, and at last a 
moral charge against him which was never 
proved, and which, from independent sources, [ 

ave some reason to believe was gotten up in 
order to getrid of him. However, he had not 
the grit to stand an ecclesiastical trial, and he 
and his wife some time in 1874 came away to 
America. Their career here was also unhappy, 
and at length, after something more than a year, 
she returned to England and they have never 
met since, After the lapse of some years he—a 
child in all practical matters, as his friends have 
ever known him to be—belfeved he was free, 
and without seeking any divorce married his 
present young wife, who has been the good 
genius of nis life, a brother minister of mine per- 
forming the service in May, 1884. 

‘“‘Some intimations of this marriage being 
illegal reached this brother-minister and myself 
quite independently, and we looked thoroughly 
into the matter. I had correspondence with his 
brother. Finally I saw Mr. Carpenter and spoke 
to him about the matter. He was deeply dis- 
tressed to find that he was technically guilty of 
bigamy. He offered to do whatever we judged 
right, even to at once resigning his pulpit. It 
was @ perplexing matter for us. Hisnewchurch, 
Hollis-Street, had only just been dedicated, and 
apublic scandal meant ruin to the church as 
well as to himself. Moreover, we were strongly 
impressed with the genuineness of his plea that 
he had acted in ignorance of the law. What we 
insisted upon was that he must at once take 
some few of his most trusted parishioners into 
counsel. edid this, and they took guod legal 
opinion, and being also satistied that he haa 
acted in good faith, it was settled that the true 
thing todo was to quietly right the matter, as 
far as it could be righted, by his being legaliy 
divorcea in England and then legally remarried 
to his present wife, from whom, until this 
should be done, he should live entirely apart. 

** Now, for more than two years Mr. Carpenter 
has been living entirely blameless and happy. 
When he retired from the Hollis-Street the 
brother-ministers to whom I have referred and 
I quietiy insisted that he must not take any 
further ministerial position with such a record 
liable to come outin scandal at any moment. 
As IL now learn that the matter is being so wide- 
ly and falsely talked about, for the sake of truth 
and friendship I venture to tell what I know.”

“DEATH TO THE PRIESTS.” 

PANAMA, Feb. 5.—Much excitement has 
been caused in Guayaquil, and excitement which 
isnot yet allayed, owing to a Spanish priest 
temporarily in charge of the Bishoprie¢ of Guay- 
aquil having excommunicated the Judges of the 
Supreme Court. A mob,in which many of the 
best-known citizens of Guayaquil were promi- 
nent, stoned the Bishop’s palace. Thence they 
went to the residence of Dr. Nevia, the leral 
adviser of the Episcopate. On stones being 
thrown Dr. Nevia and some friends who were 
with him fired on the crowd, The police acted 
Similarly. Several persons were killed and 
wounded before a troop of soldiers appeared 
and restorea order. The Government’s action 
in defending the church party was the cause of 
the trouble, which, it is believed, will be more 
serious in its consequences. 

On Jan. 24 the populace gutted the residence 
of the Bishop to the cry of “Death to the 
Priests,” although the streets were being pa- 
trolled. Quiet was, however, temporarily re- 
stored when it became known that orders had 
been received to hold strict investigation as to 
who was responsible for the deaths caused by 
the fire of the police.”

TWO PERSONS BURNED TO DEATH. 

St. ALBANS, Vt., Feb. 13.—The most dis- 
astrous fire that this place has seen for some 
time occurred last night just before midnight. 
The St. Albans Hospital was completely gutted 
and two out of eight patients suffocated. The 
fire was discovered ina closetin the kitchen, 


and speedily got beyond control. There was no 
male help present and no special provision to 
guard against fire. Through some misunder- 
standing only aobriefularm was given. When 
the Fire Department got to work the whole in- 
terior of the building was in flames and the 
smnoke was so dense that it was impossible for 
them to enter. One of the victims was Charles 
Chander, a paralytic,, who was found dead in 
bed, he being unable to help himself. The other 
victim was Susan Gates of Roxbury, Maas., aged 
83 years. She was able to get to a window, but 
before help could reach her she perished. The 
hospital was given to the town by Chauncey 
Warner of Cambridge, Vt., and was insured for 
$8,500.

DRAWING TO A OLOSE. 

CoLumMBvws, Ohio, Feb. 13.—There was but 
little of general interést developed in the tally- 
sheet trial to-day, except the testimony of Prof. 
C. C. Howard, who explained the action of nitric 
acid upon paper when figures made in ink 
had been eliminated by its use. He testified 


that after a lapse of time the paper would show 
a atrong yellowish color. He was given a por- 
tion of the Ninth Ward tally sheet which Gran- 
ville testified that he worked upon with acid by 
the direction of Montgomery, and demunstrated 
before the jury the effects and appearance of the 
paper. He also exhibited paper that had been 
treated in the same manner some days ago. 
His explanation was listened to with great in- 
terest. Counsel for defense made a strong pro- 
test against the admission of this testimony. 
The State has but two more witnesses, and will 
rest their case to-morrow.

JUNG AH LUNG ALL RIGHT. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—A decision of partic- 
ular interest and importance to California was ren- 
dered by the United States Supreme Court to-day in 
the Chinese immigrant case of the United States 
against Jung Ah Lung. Lung, the appellee, was a 
Chinese laborer who resided in the United States on 
Nov. 17, 1880, and who continued to reside there till 
Oct. 24,1883. He then left San Francisco for China, 


taking with him a certificate of identification issued 
to him by the Collector of that port in the form re- 
quired by the fourth section of theactof May 6, 
1882, chapter 126, (22 Stat., 58.) This certificate was 
stolen from him in China and remained outstanding 
and uncanceled, 

Upon returning from China to San Francisco by 
vessel, Jung Ah Lung was not allowed by the Col- 
lector toland, for want of the certificate, and was 
detained in custody in the port by the master of the 
vessel, by direction of the customs authorities. On 
a writ ‘of habeas corpus, issued by the District 
Court of the United States, it appeared that he 
corresponded in all respects with the description 
containedin the registration books of the Custom 
House of the person to whom the certificate was 
issued. He was therefore discharged from custody, 
and the order of discharge was affirmed by the 
Circuit Court. 

This court, in an opinion delivered by Mr. Justice 
Blatchford, holds, first, that Jung Ah Lung was in 
custody under or by order of the authority of the 
United States, and the District Court had juris. 
diction to issue the writ; second, that the 
jurisdiction of the court was not affected by 
the fact that the ( cllector had passed on the ques. 
tion of allowing the person to land, or by the fact 
thatthe treaty providesfor diplomatic action in 
case of hardship; third, that the case of Jung Ah 
Lung was not to be adjusted under the pro- 
visions of the act of uly 5, 1884, chapter 
220, (23 Stat., 115,) where they differed from those 
of {the act of 1882. Fourth, tat in view of the pro- 
visions of section 4 of the act of 1882 in regard 
to a Chinese laborer arriving by sea, as distinguished 
from those of section 12 of the same act in regard to 
one arriving by land, the District Court was author- 
ized to receive the evidence it did in regard to the 
identity of Jung Ah Lung, and on thefacts it found 
to discharge him from custody. The judgment of 
the Circuit Court is therefore affirmed, Justices 
Harlan, Field, and Lamar dissénting from the opin- 
ion of the court.

We call the attention of those Republic-

It now appears that the strike of the 
miners has nearly run its course and that 
the lesson the strikers have given them- 
selves has sufficed.

Under the 
circumstances it isa menace to peaceable 
industry that a number of persons intent 
only upon attracting the “labor vote” 
should be inquiring into the relations of 
miners and their employers in Pennsylvania 
under pretense of regulating commerce be- 
tween the States. 

The two chief difficulties in the way of 
the Trustees of the Brooklyn Bridge are 
their own pitiful incompetency.to manage 
the great structure and provide for its 
intelligent’ development and the selfish 
scheming of some of their own number to 
promote their personal interests by ex- 
tending the bridge to the City Hall. The 
Trustees have had before them for some 
weeks an admirable plan for a Brooklyn 
terminus, a plan which provides for the ex- 
tension of the bridge railway to a point just 
west of Concord-street, where the platforms 
could be reached without climbing stair- 
ways, and where complete facilities would 
be afforded for connection with two 
lines of elevated railways. The sub-com- 
mittee of the Boatd of Trustees which 
has terminal facilities under considera- 
tion has not sufficient mental amplitude to 
perceive the advantages of this plan, 
and it reported to the board yesterday a 
nondescript arrangement involving the en- 
largement of the present terminal building 
and theretention of most of itsinconvenient 
features. The board was apparently unable 
to understand the plan, and it was recom- 
mitted with leave to print. The board gave 
yesterday a new exhibition of its incompa- 
rable judgment and good taste by authoriz- 
ing the defacement ot the bridge cars with 
advertising cards. The one most urgent 
need of the Brooklyn Bridge just now isa 
legislative enactment abolishing the Board 
of Trustees and putting the structure in 
charge of one competent man, or, at most, 


of'three men.

A curious claim is presented in a bill in- 
troduced by Senator Piatt of Connecticut. 
It is for $7,371 67 for services rendered 
and expenses incurred in 1824 in bringing 
to this country, on the invitation of Con- 
gress, Gen. DE LarayeTTE. The claim has 
been before Congress a number of times and 
has been favorably reported more than 
once, the last time in 1824. The statements 
on which it rests have not been dented, and 
the claim is probably just. It illustrates, 
along with many others, how exceedingly 
-gareless of ordinary obligations of honor a 
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representative body may be, and how im- 
possible it isto held any one toa clear re- 
sponsibility in such matters. 


One of the companies in the combination 
of the manufacturers of steel and iron 
beams is the New-Jersey Iron and Steel 
Company. Mayor HEWITT states that he 
has not owned an interest in that company 
since 1875. Itis possible, he says, that he 
is a Director of the company as the repre- 
sentative of an interest in it inherited by 
a member of his family, but he has 
not attended a Directors’ meeting since 
he sold his own interest. The Mayor as- 
serts that there is no such thing as 
a Trust of the makers of iron and steel 
beams. The name Trust is applied in these 
days indiscriminately to all combinations 
of producers which are formed to prevent 
competition. We explained that the beam 
combination was nota Trust in the strict 
meaning of the word, but that its attitude 
teward consumers was the same as that of 
a Trust. The Mayor does not deny that 
there has been an agreement among the 
beam manufacturers as to prices. It 
was shown in our article that by 
means of this agreement the price of 
beams had been steadily maintained at 
$73 92 per ton, while the price of steel rails 
—which yields alarge protit—is only $31 50 
per ton. Owing to the ‘ protection” af- 
forded by a duty of $28 per ton, and to the 
killing of competition through the agency 
of an “agreement,” this ‘‘combine” has 
been able to push the price up to these fig-., 
ures and keep it there. The Mayor points 
eut that the New-Jersey company makes no 
steel beams, but only iron beams. It was 
stated in our article that only three of the 
seven companies had Bessemer steel plants, 
and that they could easily have driven out 
iron beams by underselling. This was 
pointed out as evidence of the adhesive 
power of the ‘“‘combine,” and it was also 
stated that a pool had been formed to equal- 
ize profits on the two kinds of beams. The 
duty by which this ring is enabled to de- 
prive the people of the benefits of competi- 
tion should be cut dewn.

In a large lodging house a few doors from 
Plymouth Church and only three or four 
blocks from the bridge entrance officers of 
the Brooklyn Health Department found 
nine cases of smallpox yesterday. Several 
of the sick men had been lying there in bed 
for days; two had walked through the 
streets up to the Charities’ office. Ifthey had 
not done so the presence of the disease in 
the lodging house might not have been 
discovered by the Health authorities. 
But is it not possible for the depart- 
ment to inspect such houses regularly? 
Itis well known that the disease has for 
months been spreading through the city 
from these houses, and yet only through 
the voluntary journey of two suffering in- 
mates to a public office does the department 
find out that there are seven more patients 
in the house. Mayor CHAPIN must know 
that such things do not happen in a well- 
governed city, and that they do not height- 
en the attractions of Brooklyn as a place of 
residence. 


MR. BLAINE AND HIS LETTER. 

Whatever reasons Mr. BLAINE and his 
friends have to be pleased with the recep- 
tion of his letter from Florence, pride in his 
reputation as asincere and truthful man 
cannot be among them. It would not be 
easy to name any prominent public man in 
either party from whom a document of this 
sort would be interpreted with so much and 
so general doubt as to whether its writer 
meant what he said or said all that he meant. 
The question that everybody is asking 
is not, what are to be the consequences of 
the disappearance of Mr. BLAINE as a possi- 
ble Republican candidate, but the far differ- 
ent and unflattering question, Is he really 
out? And for the solution of this highly- 
interesting problem the study of the letter 
itself affords very little material. On the 
contrary, itis plain from the varying opin- 
ions of men prominent in the Republican 
Party, and possessed of as good means as 
exist to discover the real significance of the 
letter, that the longer and more carefully 
they study it the less sure they are that 
they know Mr. BLArINe’s actual intention 
in writingTit. 

The first thing that strikes every reader 
of the letter is, as we pointed out yesterday 
morning, that he dves not say that he will, 
in no circumstances, be the candidate of 
his party. If that was what he meant, 
nothing would have been easier than for 
him to say so in words that no one could 
mistake, ignore, or deny. The impression 
naturally produced by the conspicuous 
absence of any such conclusive state- 
ment will be deepened by the fact re- 
ported in our Washington dispatches, 
that Mr. BLaIne’s most intimate and 
prominent personal and political friends 
decline to say that Mr. BLAINE will not ac- 
cept the nomination or to discuss in any 
way the consequences of such declining on 
his part. If, to take one example that 
stands for all, Mr. WILLIAM WALTER 
PHELPS believed that Mr, BLAINE would 
not take the nomination under any con- 
ditions, he would not hesitate to say so. 
He not only hesitates, but refuses to say 
that or anything else. His politica! future, 
while not dependent on that of -his admired 
leader, is very closely connected with it. 
He has every motive for doing what he can 
to put a stop to the doubt that men are 
everywhere throwing on Mr. BLAINE’s sin- 
cerity, and no one could do somuch.. He 
does nothing. 

In recognizing the general uncertainty as 
to the meaning of Mr. BLAINE’s letter we 
do not wish to be understood as accusing 
him of duplicity. He may be guilty of that 
fault or he may not. Unfortunately, his 
previous career does not entitle him. to a 
prompt favorable verdict. But whatever 
may have been his motives orhis intentions 
the fact remains that he has not convinced 
either his friends or his opponents that he 
will not accept a nomination, nor has he 
succeeded, if he wished to do so, in mak- 
ing his nomination impossible. For all 
practical purposes, therefore, the situation 
is not materially changed. The immediate 
Blaine faction, led by the Blaine machine, 
will net abandon the plan of nominating 
him, and the men who, if he be not nomi- 
nated, feel that they/severally have a chance 
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for that honor, will mature their prepara- 


tions'to secure it with more zeal, but with 
not much more real hope of success than be- 
fore. Naturally, this is a view of the situa- 
tion that concerns the managers of the 
Republican Party most closely. We shall 
watch with some interest to see how far 
they will be guided by Mr. BLaINne’s pas- 
sionate avpeal for ‘‘complete harmony 
and cordial co-operation on the part of all 
Republicans” as the “one thing necessary 
to assure success.” This appeal is, perhaps 
unconsciously on Mr. BUAINE’s part, a 
recognition of the serious influence exerted 
by the independent Republican voters in 
1884. It is reasonably clear that these can- 
not be brought back by the tactics hereto- 
fore pursued, and if Mr. BLAINE were really 
so eager for harmony as he professes, he 
ought, so far as they are concerned, to have 
left no doubt as to his own position. 

If with further study of the subject and 
consultation among themselves, and such 
additional light as they may get from Mr. 
BLAINE himself, the Blaine leaders should 
finally abandon his nomination, the task the 
Republican Party will have before it will 
hardly be so simple as some of the leaders 
appear or pretend to think. The defeat of 
the Republican Party in 1884 was due not 
merely to the candidate, but to the condi- 
tions that made the nomination of that can- 
didate possible. How far have thoso condi- 
tions changed? What proof are the leaders 
prepared to give that they have changed at 
all? What sort of a candidate will they 
substitute for Mr. BLAINE? To what prin- 
ciples and policy will they pledge the party, 
and what security will they give that the 
pledges will be kept? These are questions 
that will have to be answered, and to the 
keenest and wisest and most honest Repub- 
licans they are very puzzling. 


A RISKY EXTRAVAGANCE. 

The House of Representatives has pre- 
pared for a carnival of extravagance by 
agreeing to set apart five days next week 
for the consideration of bills reported from 
the Public Buildings Committee, with the 
evident understanding or expectation that 
the 149 bills appropriating $24,994,500 for 
new public buildings in different cities and 
towns of the country will be rushed through 
with little or no opposition. They could 
have adopted no better plan for concentrat- 
ing public attention upon this great log- 
rolling scheme than that of devoting nearly 
a week’s time exclusively to putting it 
through. In our opinion it is a very risky 
piece of audacity. The people of this whole 
country cannot be **log-rolled” into support- 
ing legislative recklessness of this kind. 
Assuming that the people of each of these 
149 cities and towns are in favor of the 
special job by which it is supposed that they 
will be benefited, and are willing to tolerate 
all the rest for the sake of that, still they 
will exert comparatively little influence on 
the general sentiment of the country. 

It is well enough known thatin the case 
of a large proportion of these proposed ap- 
propriations the new buildings are really 
not needed for the convenient transaction 
of public business, or that the amount to be 
expended is greatly in excess of thé legiti- 
mate requirement. It has been shown in 
many cases that the Government is now 
adequately accommodated at an annual 
rental of 1 per cent. or less of the proposed 
expenditure. Moreover these jobs do not 
generally originate with a demand from the 
people, but from politicians and contractors 
who expect to profit by the work to be done. 
They can easily get signatures to petitions, 
often thoughtlessly given, and they can in- 
fluence representatives in Congress when 
people with less selfish motives cannot. 

It is also perfectly well understood that 
the merits of individual cases and the real 
requirements of the public service are 
very little considered. While the appro- 
priations are in separate bills they arereally 
supported as a mass by the operation 
known as log rolling. Itis a gigantic deal, 
a matter of trade and dicker in votes. The 
people understand this perfectly well, and, 
notwithstanding the overflowing condition 
of the Treasury, they are pretty sure to con- 
demn it, They are in favor of reducing the 
surplus by cutting off unnecessary taxes 
and not by making unnecessary expendi- 
tures, and the fact that schemes ofthis kind 
owe part of their support to a desire to 
avoid reducing taxation will not lessen the 
public condemnation. ' The favor of the 
people at large cannot be bought by the 
favors shown to the people of a few towns 
and cities scattered all over the Union. 

There is every reason to believe that if 
all these extravagant appropriation bills 


-are passed a considerable number of them 


will be vetoed. The President has a habit 
of disregarding local political considera- 
tions and giving his attention to general 
principles and the interests of the public 
service and the public well-being as a whole, 
which gives assurance that he will make a 
study of the merits of each bill before he 
givesit his approval. If the Senate adopts 
the House plan of putting these bills 
through in a torrent he will have great dif- 
ficulty in dealing carefully with them all 
in the time allowed him to prevent hasty 
or ill-advised legislation from taking effect 
without a second consideration and a two- 
thirds vote. This probably affords some 
explanation of the plan adopted for 
throwing the whole mass into his hands as 
rapidly as possible, but his capacity for 
work and his high sense of responsibility 
will doubtless lead him to do much to 
thwart the scheme of the jobbers. 

Cases of conspicuous and reckless extrav- 
agance like this are apt to be taken very 
seriously by the people, and the passage of 
these bills may cause a disturbance which 
politicians in Congress do not sufficiently 
consider... The lack of party division in the 
votes will not prevent efforts to fix the re- 
sponsibility. It will not be forgotten that 
the Democrats can, if they will, control the 
action of the House of Representatives, and 
that they are therefore responsible for 
what it does. Republicans who join them 
in making extravagant appropriations will 
not hesitate afterward to condemn them for 
a violation of their professions in regard to 
economy of expenditures and a reduction of 
the revenues, and the people will not be 
blind to the fact that those professions 
have been violated. Even though the Sen- 
ate, almost equally divided as itis. shall 


take its full share in the reckless squander- 
ing of public money, that will not greatly 
break the force of the criticism that the 
party professedly devoted to economy and 
revenue reform has belied its professions 
in appropriating $25,000,000 or $30,000,- 
000 for public buildings, a large part 
of which was unnecessary. 


MR. TILDEN IN 1877. 

The final statements of Gov. HOADLY 
and of Mayor Hewitt touching the part 
taken by Mr. TrLpEN in the Electoral con- 
troversy of 1877 are given in our news 
columns. The interest aroused by.the con- 
troversy is happily purely historical, and 
there is no reason why the feelings of any 
living person should be embittered or even 
touched by it. During the next year after 
the event Mr. MANTON MARBLE published 
a statement upon the subject, which 
in part only, as we remember, rested 
upon his personal recollection and in 
part upon information furnished to him 
by Mr. TILDEN. Upon this statement Mr. 
HoapD.iy’s version of -Mr. TILDEN’s atti- 
tude toward the Electoral Commission is 
based, while Mr. HEewI'T relies partly upon 
hisown memory of an interview with Mr. 
TILDEN at which Mr. MARBLE was present, 
and partly upon matters of public record or 
notoriety, from which any person interested 
in the inquiry can draw his own inferences. 

If Mr. T1LrpEN had been an outspoken or 
impulsive man the different impressions of 
the same interview with him received by the 
witnesses would have been irreconcilable. 
It is not difficult to reconcile them when the 
character of Mr. TILDEN is considered. His 
faculties, remarkable as in many respects 
they were, were by no means those of a man 
of action and of prompt decision. He was 
hesitating, cautious, and reticent. That a 
coursé of action was revolutionary would 
have sufficed to condemn it in his 
eyes. He would not and could not 
approve an unprecedented solution even 
of a question without precedent. The 
situation which the Electoral Commission 
was devised to meet involved a danger 
which, never having arisen under our insti- 
tutions, had not been foreseen. It was 
at least highly doubtful whether, if a no- 
toriously false statement were sent to Con- 
gress under the seal of a State concerning 
the vote of that State, any power was consti- 
tutionally lodged anywhere to prevent the 
falsehood from being received as the fact. 
The Electoral Commission was a makeshift. 
Both parties assented to it, though the 
Democrats afterward complained that it re- 
fused to inquire into the very facts to in- 
quire into which it was expressly instituted. 
But if Mr. TrLDEN, as the responsible repre- 
sentative of his party, had strongly and 
publicly protested against this makeshift 
it cannot be doubted that his party would 
have refused to assent to it and that it 
could not have been carried into effect. 

That Mr. TiLpEN did not do this is per- 
fectly evident. That he argued against the 
bill and expressed disapproval of it in the 
sense of arraying the objections against 
it, seems to be as clear from Mr. HEWITT’S 
statement as from Mr. MARBLE’s. Mr. 
Hewitt nevertheless has reason for say- 
ing that while Mr. TILDEN ‘“‘did not ap- 
prove, he did not disapprove of the plan.” 
For in truth, in such a crisis as then con- 
fronted the country, an efficient ‘ disap- 
proval” of any plan for a settlement must 
be accompanied by, must consist in, 
the “‘approval” of some other plan. 
It is not pretended that Mr. T1rLpEN 
had any other plan, yet he was 
necessarily and by the fact of his position 
responsible for any plan of which he was 
aware and against which he did not pro- 
test, not through friends or confidential 
emissaries, but publicly and in person. He 
could not avoid that responsibility living; 
it cannot be taken from his memory now 
that he is dead. Mr. HEWITT quotes one 
phrase that puts before us most vividly 
the inadequacy of the nominal leader of 
his party to a crisis in which real lead- 
ership involved prompt courage. The 
country was alive with excitement from 
end to end. Even cool-headed observers 
could see no road out of the dispute that 
did not run to the verge, if not beyond the 
verge, of civil war. It was at such a time 
that Mr. Hewitt reports Mr. TILDEN as 
saying that ‘‘there was no occasion for 
haste.” 

This utterance gives us the key of the 
situation in so far as it depended upon the 
action or inaction of the Democratic candi- 
date, It shows how a series of remarks 
that impressed one witness as undecided 
caviling impressed another as determined 
opposition. It showsa man in a situation 
to which he was a stranger and under a re- 
sponsibility to which he was unequal “‘fin- 
gering idly” the Gordian knot which he was 
“ Unskilled to sunder, and too weak to cleave.” 


THE PANAMA CANAL WITA LOCKS. 

There is no other French financial journal 
whose opinions and statements have so 
much weight as those of L’ Economiste Fran- 
gais. This journal is regarded the world 
over as an eminent authority in its chosen 
field, and its editor, M. Paunt LERoy- 
BEAULIEU, holds a place in the first rank 
of the world’s publicists and students of 
finance. Three years ago he began in 
L’ Economiste a series of carefully-prepared 
articles upon the work and condition of the 
Panama Canal Company, to which, we are 
inclined to believe, his attention had been 
directed by official reports and criticisms 
published in the United States rather than 
by any disclosure of the truth in France. 
The substance of some of these articles— 
there have been seven in all—we have pub- 
lished in THE TrimEs. They have been based 
exclusively upon the company’s official re- 
ports, and for this reason have appealed 
with irresistible force to intelligent French- 
men. 

The recent abandonment of the sea-level 
plan and the refusal of the French Govern- 
ment to put the stamp of its approval upon 
& new lottery loan have led M. LERoy- 
BEAULIEU to take up the subject once more 
with the purpose of showing how many 
years must be consumed in making a canal 
with locks and how much money such a 
canal must cost. He is unwilling to trust 
M. DE LEssEPs’s new promises and declara- 
tions; their value must’ be estimated by 
comparison with similar promises made 


heretofore. M. DE LESsEPS asserts that a 
contract with E1rre. has been made, but 
it will be recalled that eight years ago there. 
was a contract with Couvreux and HER- 

SENT, who agreed to make the en- 

tire canal for $102,400,000, and that 

afterward there was one with ‘the 

celebrated Anglo-Dutch contractors,” 

who were to clear the way through the 

Culebra at the rate of 610,000 meters per 

month. He declares that the canal with 

locks will be opened on Feb. 3, 1890, but 

the company’s reports show that he began 

by promising that a sea-level canal should 

be opened on Oct. 1, 1887, and then moved 

the date forward to Jan. 1, 1888, March 1, 

1889, and July 1, 1889. At first he an- 

nounced that the entire cost of a sea-level 

canal would be $120,000,000, and then suc- 

cessively raised his figures to $214,000,000 

and $240,000,000, while now he assures 

his shareholders and the world that the cost 

of alock canal will be $300,000,000. M. 

LEROY-BEAULIEU prefers to look to what 

has been done for a measure of what may 

be done hereafter. 

First, as to the time that will be required 
if the money shall be supplied as freely as it 
has been in the past. M. DE LESSEPS says 
two years. But he admits that even for the 
lock canal there must be excavated 40,000,- 
000 cubic meters. The company must 
therefore take out 20,000,000 meters a year, 
to say nothing of all the other work to be 
done. But with an abundance of money it 
has not carried on the work at that rate 
heretofore. The quantity excavated in the 
year 1886 was only 11,727,000 meters, and 
in the first nine months of the year 
1887 it was only 9,877,600. The rec- 
ord for the last three months 1s 
lacking, because the company “ with 
timely prudence” in Cctober ceased to pub- 
lish the figures. Less than 12,000,000 me- 
ters is the most which the company has 
been able to do in any year thus far, al- 
though the excavations have been made 
for the most part near the surface, and in 
alluvial soil. How can it increase the 
yearly excavation to 20,000,000 in sec- 
tions where a great part of the material to 
be taken out is rock? 

The company’s official Bulletin shows that 
of the 11,727,000 meters excavated in 1886 
only 1,616,000 meters were taken from the 
Culebra and Emperador divisions, where 
the rocky hills are and from which must be 
excavated a great part of the 40,000,000 
meters whose removal is required for the 
construction of the lock canal. Half of the 
11,727,000 meters was taken out in the soft 
and swampy regions near the shore. M. 
LERoY-BEAULIEU publishes tables showing 
how much material was taken out in each 
of the first eight months of 1887 in the 
Culebra and Emperador divisions. The 
record for the last four months appears to 
have been suppressed. In August the 
quantity had fallen to 33,000 meters for 
the Emperador division and 50,000 for the 
Culebra. The entire quantity taken from 
the two divisions in the eight months when 
such work can best be done was only 
1,043,000 meters. At this rate of progress 
in the two divisions, where even for a lock 
canal there must be taken out at least 
12,000,000 meters, the work will last for 
eight or nine years. M. LEROY-BEAULIEU 
makes a great concession; in the face of 
these official figures and in spite of the fact 


‘that much work of another kind must be 


done, he is willing to assume that only five 
years will be required, although it is plain 
that he is inclined to multiply this number 
of years by two. 


Second, as to the cost. M. LERoy-BEAv- 
LIEU points out that up to the present 
time, according to the official reports, (mak- 
ing afair allowance for the months whose 
record is wanting,)the company has taken out 
42,500,000 meters. It has received for use 
about $212,000,000, of which $18,600,000 
was spent in buying the railroad, while it is 
said that there was $20,000,000 on hand at 
the beginning of this year. If 42,500,000 
meters cost $173,400,000 (or 867,000,000f.) 
the rate per meter has been a little more 
than $4, or, as he puts it, 20 60c. Tothose 
who say that this includes the cost of ma- 
terial he replies that the material is insuffi- 
cient and worn out, and adds that 
the digging thus far has been done 
in soft land. It is fair, he holds, 
to estimate the cost of the excavation 
still to bs done at 20f., or $160,000,000 for 
40,000,000 meters. To this must be added 
at least $40,000,000 for locks and for fit- 
ting up the ports, and $40,000,000 for the 
dams, the reservoirs which are to hold 
water to feed the summit level, and unfore- 
seen expenses. Interest on the company’s 
obligations as they stand to-day will 
amount to $73,000,000 in five years. Here 
isin all $313,000,000 to be added to the 
$212,000,000 already expended, making 
the cost of the canal with locks $525,000,- 
000. M. LEROY-BEAULIEU does not speak of 
the size of the debt that would be incurred 
if the money should beraised. Although 
the company has had $212,000,000 for use, 
its obligations are $334,500,000. If the 
$313,000,000 required should be raised on 
terms similar to those of the last two loans 
the obligations would be swollen to more 
than $1,000,000,000. 

The issue of lottery bonds under the 
sanction and with the implied approval of 
the Government would, in his opinion, only 
“ delay for three or six months the inevitable 
catastrophe.” M. DE LESSEPS would have his 
“hundred days,” as the first NAPOLEON had 
his, and a little more of the savings of 
Frenchmen would be swallowed up, but the 
fate of the enterprise would not be averted 
or changed. 


It is desirable that the legal controversies 
over the pretensions of the Metropolitan 
Transit Company should be disposed of as 
speedily as possible. The General Term of 
the Supreme Court is expected to hear to- 
morrow the appeal from the order appoint- 
ing Commissioners to appraise the value 
of the right of way in Broadway, 
made at the instance of the prop- 
erty owners. On Friday the case of the 
city, having also for its purpose the 
reversal of Judge DoNOHUE’s judgment, is 
expected to come before the court. There 
is alsoa proceeding brought by the Attorney- 
General for the forfeiture of the company’s al- 
leged charter. This was to have been brought 
before a Judge in chambersin January, but 
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was postponed to February, and has again 
been put off until March, but with the un- 
derstanding that it shall not come before a 
Judge who has held the position of Corpora- 
tion Ceunsel to the city. As JudgeO’BRIEN 
will sit in chambersin March, this may be 
made a pretext for further delay, but there 
is no reason why Judge O’BRIEN should not 
assign a day for the hearing of the case and 
ask another Jndge to take his place for the 
purpose. It is to be hoped that in the inter- 
est of prompt action on this matter, which 
ought to be disposed of as soon as possible, 
he will take this course. 


PLEASURE BEFORE LENT.

CONGRESS AROUSED ON THE QUESTION 
OF PUBLIC BUILDINGS. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 13.—Very fe + mem. 
bers of the Houses were aware until they 
read THe Times this morning that the amount 
of money asked fur arecting public build- 
ings was 60 great as $25,000,000. It was 
apparent, from the large number of bills intro- 
duced and the size of tne appropriations asked 
forin several cases, that it was reaching up 
into more than $15,000,000. Tne parading of 
the exact figures has had something of the 
awakening effect that a sleeper would feel if he 
were suddenly drenched with a tubful of foe 
water. While that is the effect produced among 
Democrats, who are more apt to be surprised 
than their opponents, the Republicans only say: 
“ Well, what of it?’ One of the keenest of 
the Republican politicians went further than 
that. He said that the fact that there was an 
unusually large number of bills in the Publica 
Buildings Committee was not to be attributed 
merely to accident. ‘Our side is dispssed,” he 


said, ‘“‘to let the Democrats go as faras they 
will in thix direction. If tney find 1t easy to 
pass bills to spend money it may help them to 
believe that they are making capital with the 
laboring classes who are to be employed. But 
with all these pe faa buildings goipg up at 
once the number of men employed will be buta 
contemptible fraction of the whole number, 
aud those who live in cities where  build- 
ings of too expensive a style are going 
up will complain of the extravagance 
of the Government, which taxes the people 
until it can find no way to dispose of its taxes 
except to squander them for buildings which 
are not needed.” Chairman Mills of the Ways 
and Means Committee. who was impelled to 
consent that the Public Buildings Committees 
should have tive days in which to consider its 
bills, because he found thatif he did not con- 
sent he would be voted down, does not ex- 
pect to see all of the bills introduced or haif 
of them passed by the House. He says that each 
bill will be discussed half an hour, and that all 
the forms of legislation will be observed to 
occupy the time, without resorting to dilatory 
motions. As the consideration of bills will not 
begin until after the usual morning hour each 
day, and the business is to stop at 5 o’clock, it 
will hardly be possible to pass more than four 
or five bills each day, as the roll will be called 
on the passage of each, and that would alone 
occupy half an hourtoeach. If 20 or 30 of the 
bills are passed, he believes it will be all that can 
be pushed through. He agrees with many other 
members of the House that the sort of legisla- 
tion proposed is bad anda that it ought not to be 
countenanced, but the attraction was so great 
to the members interested that it seemed tm- 
possible to check the headlong rush. 


The revised Army Regulations,the publication 
of which has been expected by army officers for 
some time, are not likely to zo into effect until 


a short time before the close of this Administra- 
tion, aud perhaps not until later. The work done 
by the Board of Revision makes a pile of manu- 
script nearly half a foot thick. The Secretary 
of War has not yet had an opportunity to give 
the matter more than a cursory examination. 
He has determined not to approve them until 
he has carefully weighed the effect of every 
change embraced in the regulations, and pro- 

oses to give the matter his personal attention. 

ome of the changes will doubtless be 
criticised. One in particular will perbaps 
be very much objected to by the line 
of thearmy. It gives the engineer officor the 
right to military command when he is the senior 
officer stationed at a post. In the event of the 
absence of the commandant of a post. if the en- 
gineer officer is next in rank under this rule he 
would assume command. This recognition has 
been sought for by engineer officers for many 
years, but has yet to be accorded them. The 
revised regulations are now in the hands of 
Capt. Taylor, Secretary Endicott’s military 
secretary, who is endeavoring to boil them down 
and do away with the verbiage which ahounaa 
inthem. Itis not known whether the same 
board will be reconvened to go over the work 
or one composed of a new detail of officers will 
attend to it. 

The report called for by the Boutelle flag reso- 
lution has been before the Secretary of War for 
some time, but, owing to the extremely delicate 


nature of the matter, the Secretary is weighing 
very carefully every word of the statement 
which he proposes to send ip with the informa- 
tion prepared by his subordinates. An official 
of the departiwent, when asked this afternoon 
the cause of the delay in transmitting the reply, 
said: ‘Secretary Endicott realizes that this flag 
business is a purely political matter, and that 
Representative Boutelle’s purpose in offering It 
was to injure the Administration if possible. 80 
far as the data is concerned, it shows that the 
Republican Administrations since the war have 
been very liberal with captured flags, having 
complied with nearly every request for their re- 
turn. This Administration has returned less 
than any other,and that under which Stanton was 
Secretary of War,more than any other. Hisreply, 
from what [ can learn, will be very adroitly 
worded, and will, I have no doubt, turn Mr.

GOV. HILL’S NOMINATIONS. 


FOR QUARANTINE COMMISSIONERS—THE 
SENATE CHAPLAINCY. 

ALBANY, Feb. 13.—The Governor took an- 
other whirl at the Board of Quarantine Comwmis- 
sioners to-night and sent in the names of three 
men to succeed those now hanging on to office. 
They were James H. Breslin of New-York to 
succeed Thomas C. Platt, ‘‘ whose term has long 
since expired” and whose occupancy of office, ac- 
cording to the Governor, has been declared illegal 
by the courts; ex-Postmaster McLeer of Brook- 


lyn to succeed Commissioner Nichols, and Ar 
thur Leary of New-York to succeed Commission- 
er Judd. The nominations were referred to the 
Committee on Commerce and Navigation, after 
Senator Murphy, who was in the chair, had 
started them on the road to the Finance Com- 
mittee, and these Republicans as well as Demo- 
crats expect that they will remain. 

Measrs. Breslin and H. McLeer are Repub 
licans and Mr. Leary a Democrat. 

The appointment of a Chaplain of the Senate 
furnished an excuse to the Senate’s campaign 
speakers to go into ancient history, quote 
Shakespeare, the Scripture, and ** The Mikado,” 
and waste well on to an hour of their time. The 
Republicans bave been unable to agree on a Chap- 
lain, and the Democrats, led by Senator Cantor, 
sought to put thém in a hole by moving the ap 
pointment of the Rev. Dr. Lowell of this city, a 
Methodist, a Republican, and a one-armed sol- 
aier. The Republicans grew virtuously indig- 
nant over the Democratic scheme to let a 
minority dictate to # majority, and there was a 
fine display of buncombe. 

Senator Cantor told what the Democrats bad 
done for the soldlers, and Senator Pierce helped 
him out. Senators Coggeshall, Irwin, Raines, 
and Low tola what the Democrats haan’t done, 
Mr. Irwin saying that he believed there was 
nothing introduced in either house that hadn’t 
polities in it.

Where two or more cities, towns, or vil- 
lages are connected by telephone the charge for 
tive minutes’ conversation shall not exceed 15 
cents when the distance does not exceed 50 
miles, and 5 cents foreach additional tive min- 
utes; alao amending the Penal Code in relation 
to dredging for oysters.

“ Eight years ago, in the Academy of Music,” 
paid President Green, *‘ Henry Ward Beecher 
introduced the same eloquent orator whom I am 
about to present to you, to speak on the same 
grand theme—Abraham Lincoln. I introduce to 
you asthe speaker to the first regular toast 
oe Lincoln’—Col. Robert G. Inger- 
soll.’ 

Col. Ingersoll’s rising was the signal for an en- 
thusiastic burst of cheering. He said: 

“We have met to honor the greatest states- 
man this country has produced. Only a few 
years ago the citizens of this Nation wefe will- 
ing to live upon the unpaid labor of their fellow- 
men; only a few years ago the people were 
the baie + agg of women and the stealers of 
babes; only a little while ago it was almost un- 
known for an American citizen to speak in favor 
of the liberty of man. There were two parties 
then in the United States, neither of them 
with honor enough or moral character 
enough, or a clear perceplion enough 
to denounce an institution that involves the 
commission of crime. In that day there were 
only two respectable classes of people under our 
flag—the slaves of the South and the aboli- 
tionists of the North. [Applause.] At that time 
I did not know of any nation that had outlines 
pn the map of the world that occupied a lower 
moral plane. 

“A few men—a few good and splendid spirits 
—not only thougbt but knew that a wrong like 
that could not live for ever; afew men prophe- 
sied the dawn of another day. A few men said 
pur flag some time shall cease to pollute 
the air in which it waves. Among 
these was the man whose name we 
honor to-night. [Applause.} He saw, wita 

ropnetic vision, that a house divided against 

tself could not stand. He was patriotic enough 
to defend the right, and no man yet has ever 
shown patriotism by defending the wrong. He 
only is a true patriot who endeavors to 
make his country nobier, grander, and 
nearer just. The man who defends the 
mistakes and crimes of his fellow-men is a 
olitical panderer and a wretched demagogue. 

always thank the man who points out my 
faults, if he does it through tenderness and 
love; the man who flatters your crimes is your 
bhemy- 

m4 ‘Abrahain Lincoln was one of the few who 
saw that slavery could not exist forever. He 
sas born in a cabin, laid in the lap of the poor- 
born in a cabin in the wilderness of Kentucky, 

et he rose to such: a supreme and splendid 

eight that fame never reached higher than 
his brow when putting its laurels on the 
brow of a buman being. Acer) He was 
~ man who was true to bimself, avd for that 
reason true to others. He was a strange ming- 
ling of mirth and tears, of the perfect and 
grotesque, of Socrates and Rabelais, of Zsop 
and of Marcus Aurelius, of ajl that 
was noble and just, of mercy and honesty, mer- 
riful, wise, lovable, ana divine—and all conse- 
erated to the use of man, while through all and 
pvér all was an overwhelming sense of chivalry 
and loyalty, and above all the shadow of a per- 
fect mind, 

“ Of nearly all the great characters of history 
we know nothing of their peculiarities. About 
the oake of these great men, and about the roots 
of there oaks, we know nothing of the earth that 
clings to them. Washington himse}fis now a steel 


engraving—about the real man who lived, who 
loved, whoschemed, and who succeeded we know 
nothing. The giass through which we look at 
him is of such high magnifying power that the 
features are indistinct. Hundreds of people are 
now engaged smoothing out the lines in Lin- 
coln’s face so that he may be known, not as he 
really waa, but according to their poor stand- 
ard, as he should have been. 

* Abraham Lincoln was nota type: he stands 
alone—no ancestors, no followers, and no suc- 
cessors. He had the advantage of liviuzina 
new country, the advantage of social equality, 
of personal freedom, of seeing in the horizon of 
his life the perpetual star of hope. He 
knew and mingled with men of every kind and 
became familiar with the best books. In a new 
country you must possess at least three qual- 
ities—honesty, courage, and generosity. [Ap- 
plause.] In cultivated society cultivation 
is often more important than soil, and 
while polished counterfeit sometimes passes 
more readily than the blurred genuine, it is 
necessary only to observe the uncertain laws of 
society to be honest enough to keep out of the 
penitentiary, and generous enongh to sub- 
scribe in public when the subscrip- 
tion can be defined as a business in- 
vestment. In a new country character is 
essential; in the old reputation is often suf- 
ficient. In the new they find what a man is; in 
the old he generally passes for what he resem- 
bles. Peopie separated by distance are much 
nearer together than those divided by the walls 
of caste. [Applause.] 

“Lincoln never finished his education,althoueh 
he was always an inquirer and a seeker after 
knowledge. You have no idea how many meu 
are spoiled by what is called education, Forthe 
most part colieges are where pebbles /are polished 
and diamonds are dimmed. If Shakespeare 
had graduated at Oxford, he might have been a 
quibbdling attorney or a poor parson. [Laughter.] 
Lincoln was a many-sided man, as reliable as 
the direction of gravity. His words were kind 
as mercy, and gave a perfect image of his 
thought. He was never afraid to ask, never too 
Cignified to admit that he did not know. 

“ Lincoln was natural in bis life and thought, 
masier of the story-telling art, liberal in speech, 
using any word which wit would disinfect. He 
was a logician. He did not say what he thought 
others thought, but what he thought. He was 
sincerely natural. If you wish to be sublime 
you must keep close to the grass. Too 
much polish suggests insincerity. If you 
wish to know what is the ditfer- 
ence between an orator and the elocutionist 
read Lincoln’s wondrous words at Gettysburg 
applause] and then read the speech of Edward 

verett. The oration of Liucoln will never be 
forgotten; it will live until languages 
are dead and lips are dust. The speech 
of Everett will never be read. Lincoln 
was an immense personality, firm but not ob- 
gtinate—obstinacy is egotism, firmness is hero- 
ism. He influenced others, and they submitted 
to him. 

‘**He was severe to himself and for that reason 
lenient to others, and appeared to apologize 
for being kinder than his fellows) He 
did merciful things as stealthily as 
others committed crimes. He did and 
said the noblest deeds and words with that 
nobleness that is the grace of modesty. Every- 
thing for principle, nothing for money, 
everything for independence. Where no 
principle was involved, easily swayed, 
willing to go somewhere if in_ the 
right direction; willing to stop sometimes, but 
he would not go back, and he would not go away. 
{[Applause.] He knew that fight was needed 
aaa full of chances, he knew that slavery 
had defenders, but no defense, and 
that those who advocatea the right must 
win some time. He was neither tyrant nor slave. 
Nothing discloses real character like the use of 
power, and it was the quality of Lincoln that, 
having almost absolute power, he never 
abused it except upon the side of 
mercy. Wealth could not purchase power, could 
not awe this divine, this loving man. He knew 
no fear except the fear of doing wrong. He was 
the embodiment of self-denial and courage. He 
spoke not to upbraid but to convince. He 
raised his hands, not to strike, but in benedic- 
tion, and longed to see pearls of tears on the 
cheeks of the wives whose husbands he had 
saved from death. Lincoln was the grandest 
figure of ths greatest civil war of our world.” 
[Appiause. | 

Gen. Joseph R. Hawley said that he had no- 
ticed that Col. Ingersoll had not arrived when 
the *“*blessing” wus begun, but some of it must 
have fallen on him. His oration, he said, should 
be remembered. He then referred to the 
history of New-England, and especially 
to that of Connecticut, since Colonial 
times, stating that it had inaugurated and 
perpetuated a pure democracy. He quoted 
from an editorial in one of the newspapers of 
this city, stating that the Republican Party was 
looking for an issue to fight upon on the 
ground, not whether it were just, but 
whether it would pay; that 1t was cousider- 
ing whether it should continue waving the 
bloody shirt, not because it was right 
to wave it, but as to whether it would pay. The 
Republican Party, he said, was committed to 
one greateconomic issue, and would fight on 
that. Concerning President Cleveland’s mes- 
sage onthe tariff, he thought it came oppor- 
tunely.

Congressman 8. V. White received a round of 
hearty cheers when he was Called upon to speak 
on * National Finances.” He said that Dec. 
31, 1860, there was in the United States Treas- 
ury, in the Assay offices, the Mints, and the dif- 
ferent designated depositories, the sum of 
$2,475,261 24. The Sub-Treasury in 
New-York on that day was overdrawn 
to the extent of $31,085 45. There was 
then in the Treasury a nominal balance of 
$28,101,000. This surplus was taken care of 
by the Democrats. Of the entire amount there 
was apportioned to Virginia $2,198,000, to 
North Carolina, $1,433,000, to South Carolina 
$1,051,000, to Georgia $1,051,000, to 
Alabama $669,000, to Louisiana $477,- 
000, to Mississippi $382,000, to Tennessee 
$1,433,000, to Arkansas $286,000. The actual 
balance in the Treasury of $2,475,261 24 was 
the only resource President Lincoln had at the 
outbreak of the war, excepting the brains of the 
Republican Party. Yet Abraham Lincoln had 
sent 3,000,000 of men to the front within four 
years, had paid, or we were paying now, ten 
thousands of millions of dollars, and left the 
Treasury so full that ever since the Demo- 
crats have been trying to get the surplus out. 
When the Repuviican Party came into power 
you could not get 60 cents ou the dollar for a 6 
per cent. Government bond. When that party 
went out of power you couldn’t buy a 3 per cent. 
bond for 105. 


There was a storm of cheers when Senator 
William M. Evarts arose to respond to“ The 
Congress of the United States.” 6 said that he 
Was surprised that the audience had the temer- 
ity tv call upon a man noted for inflict- 
ing long sentences upon his auditors. 
There was a difference between Col. 
Ingersoll’s remarks and his own. Col. 
Ingersoll, he said, used many sentences and few 
words, while he used many words and few sen- 
tences. A Congressman’s constituents, he aaid, 
were likely to say, whatever he did, that they 
could each have done ever so much better. It 
had been said that the less Congress did the bet- 
ter it would be for the people; yet that 
body was sneered at for. sitting for 
months and doing nothing. Referring to 
the ‘Treasury surplus, he said that the 
Democratic Party had been unable to digest that 
surplus. in fact, the Democratic Party had 
not been brought up on surpluses; they had 
indigestion and could not digest anything for the 
good of the country. They could not digest slav- 
ery, nor the war, but the war digested that 
party. The Republican Party digested all these 
great issues for the good of the body politic, and 
made the greatest of the powers of the world. 
Free trade, he said, was the hobby that the Dem- 
ocratic Party was now bestriding, which, in fact, 
they had been bestriding ever since the strugyle 
to protect the growing industries of the North 

gainst the sluggish and slavish labors of the 
South, Yet the hobby was blind by thie time and 
lamein every limb and joint. Referring to a re- 
sponse to a toast in bonor of the President at a 
recert banquet in which it was claimed that the 
pledge *“‘A public office is a public trust” 
had been redeemed, he said that he was 
giad it had been redeemed; that it had 
been called in. It had never been an 
issue and never would be. An honest ballot in 
the South and an honest return of the votes 
Was an issue for the whole country, and it waa 
necessary that these virtues should prevail in 
order that the country might be held together 
in peace. 

Warner Miller, in responding to the toast “* The 
State of New-York,” said that the Republican 
Party had been called a party of reminiscences; 
but they were glorious reminiscences, and there 
was no reminiscence of treason to trouble its 
record. 

Gen. Stewart L. Woodford was heartily cheered 
when he was announced to speak on * The South 
—Old and New.” He said he believed that the 
Republican Party would never be victorious 
again until the Solid South had been broken. 
It could not be broken by holding Repub- 
lican meetings in the North. Tne leaders 
of that party must go there and build up the 
Republican Party which already existed, but it 
was disorganized and needed the arm of fra- 
ternal protection from the stronger sections of 
the North. 

Ex-Mayor Seth Low responded to the toast of 
“Tne Relation of the Republican Party to New 
Voters.” Every great party, he said, can be con- 
sidered in three aspects—in its relation to the 
locality, to the State, and to the nation. Local- 
ly, he was more than glad to say that the rela- 
tion of the Republican Party to the new voters 
was what Lincoln himself would wish it 
to be. In Brooklyn and in Kings County the 
ret ge sare Party stands for free primaries 
aud for representative nominations against a 

arty which has no public sentiment, Or which, 

aving it, is content to suppressit year after 
year in awe of one man; against a party, the 
whole machinery of which, as an organization, 
isa plaything in the hands of its members. 
Dublin Castle officials in Ireland and 
Prinee Bismarck in Germany were not 
more indifferent to popular sentiment than 
this master of the local Democracy of Brooklyn. 
His play is skiliful and his success great, but 
none the less it is founded on the extinction of 
manliness and on the surrender of the 


Tights which give dignity to American 
citizenship. Against this syatem and its results 
the Republican Party is at open. war. As 
toward the new voters, he contended that 
the Republican Party in Brooklyn occupies dis- 
tinctly the vantage ground until the young 
American ceases to rejoice in the freedom to 
think for himself and to count for aman in the 
councils of his party.

A BIG FIRE IN ST. PAUL. 


THE LOSS WILL REACH $300,000—cov- 
ERED BY INSURANCE. 

St. Paut, Minn., Feb. 13.—Another dis- 
astrous fire visited the wholesale district this 
morning. About 6 o’clock the mercurial alarm 
in the Ryan Block called the fire department to 
the corner of East Third-street and Wacouta. 
The two upper stories of that portion of the 
building occupied by Foote, Schulze & Co, were 
filled with smoke, The Ryan Building is im- 
mediately opposite the building which was 
burned several weeks ago, entailing a loss of 
$300,000, and whose ruins are still smolder- 
ing. The firemen fonnd great difficulty in 
locating the seat of the fire and the smoke in- 
creased. Asecond alarm was turned in and 
was followed by a third, which brought out the 
whole department. Despite the offorts to sup- 
press it, the fire soon had possession of the 
entire portion occupied by A. Foote, Schulze & 
Co. The Rye Block fronts on Third-street, a 
frontage of about 160 feet, and runs back to an 


alley on Wacouta-street to a distance of about 
140 feet. The block is tive stories in height 
and numpers 225, 227, and 229 East Third- 
street. The Ryan Drug Company occupy 225 and 
227 with wholesale drugs. Foote, Schulze & Co. 
occupy 229 with boots and shoes. The latter 
tirm has a Third-street frontage of 50 feet. The 
fourth and fifth floors are used for the manu- 
facture of boots and shoes. The fire, as nearly 
as could be judged by the firemen, originated on 
the fifth floor. Atnotime was there any blaze 
to be noticed, the dense volume of smoke pre- 
venting the firemen from getting through the 
several floors. The Ryan Drug Company, 
next door to the fire. will be damaged 
about $30,000, wholly by water and smoke. 
The company carries a stock valued. at $160,000, 
which is fully insured. Mr. Sehurmeier, of 
Foote, Schuize & Co., said this morning that his 
firm carried a stock of $280,000 or $300,000. 
fhe insurance on their stock would be about 
$270,000, or perhaps $290,000. J. J. Watson, 
Brother & Hyndman placed the entire insur- 
ance on the building, the amount being $35,000. 
Part of the $290,000 insurance on Foote, 
Schulze & Co.’s stock is placed as follows: The 
Fire and Marine placed $20,000 and Weed and 
Lawrence $48,500. There is $12,000 insurance 
on the machinery in the manufacturing depart- 
ment. 

The stock of Foote, Schulze & Co. is wholly 
wrecked, that which is not burned being soaked 
with water. The fire wall which separated 
Foote, Schulze & Co. from the Ryan Drug Com- 
pany prevented the fire from spreading to that 
portion of the building occupied .by the latter 
tirm. Their stockis badly soaked and smoked 
but the firm aoes not anticipate the figures will 
go above the sum first mentioned.

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A STEEL CIGAR-SHAPED BOAT. 

DouLutTH, Minn., Feb. 13.—The Pusey 
Jones Shipbuilding Company of Pennsylvania 
have shipped to Capt. McDougal of Duluth the 
tapering ends of the first steel cigar-shaped boat 
to be put togetherin his shipyards here. Capt. 
McDougalis building the straight part of the 
vessel himself, When completed the boat will be 
187 feet long, 25 feet beam, 18 feet deep, witha 


carrying capacity of 600 tons. She will be used 
in the grain, ore, and coal trade between Duluth 
and the lower lakes. From the keel to the water 
line she resembles aturtie back. Instead of 
a deck she will have a round-top continuance of 
the hull. The top describes a semi-circle, with a 
radius of 1215 feet. The top gradually tapers at 
each end. When completed the vessel will nearly 
resemble a cigar with pointed ends. On the top 
are nine sliding hatches with appliances for 
sealing them hermetically. Air-tight bulkheads 
prevent sinking. Her stern overhangs the rud- 
der, which is placed well forward of the stern. 
There will be little accommodation for the men. 
A small open station for the wheelsmen is 
placed on top of the stern. Should this vessel 
ere successful Capt. McDougal will build a 
eet.

IMPROVING ON THE OLD BRIDGE. 
The new drawbridge of the Erie Railroad over 
the Hackensack River is a much needed and will be 
® popular improvement. The old draw of two truss 
spans gave a 40-foot passage way when open,the new 


one will give two passage ways, one on either side of 
the tower, permitting the passage of the largest craft. 
The old bridge was worked by hand, the new one will 
be run by steam furnished by an eight hors: wer 
vertical boiler apd operating a double cylinder en- 
gine. The machinery ts placed in a cabin on top of 
the bridge. Automatic locking and signaling at- 
tachments and switch rails are to be used.

AMUSEMENTS. 


METROPOLITAN OPERA HOUSE. 

‘An audience of great size attended the 
performance of * Die Gétterdimmerung” at the 
Metropolitan Opera House last evening. This 
music-drama bas undoubtedly been the most 
successful production of the season, and its 
prosperity is an argument in support of the 
judgment of the management in giving the 
public plenty of Wagner. It is a pity that the. 
work could not have been presented as it de- 
serves to be. It is full of opportunities for 
scenic effects, none of which have been advan- 
tageously used. This is undoubtedly due in part 
to the lack of mechanism and properly arranged 
space on and around the stage; but itis proba- 
ble that itis also duein a measure to a spirit 
of economy prompted by uncertainty as to 
the result of the production. If the money 
lavishea on “Ferdinand Cortez” had been 
spentin making the scenes of Siegfried’s con- 
auest of Briinnbilde, the dawn on the Rhine, the 
funera! march, and the destruction of Walhalla 
something like what Wagner intended them to 
be, the management would have had a smaller 
deficit to sigh over at the close of the season. 
It looks very much as if the Directors of the 


Opera House did not have the courage of their 
convictions. They felt sure that it was the 
proper thing to produce the trilogy; but they 
did not want to sustain that opinion with the 
circulating medium, which makes the oper 
atic Pegasus go. It is, of course, pos- 
sible that “Die Godtterdimmerung” would 
have drawn no larger audience if prop- 
erly done; but it would have given a 
local habitation and a name to those frequent 
avowals of devotion to the cause of high 
art with which the atmosphere is charged. This 
same devotion would have been more con- 
spicuous had the stage management shown more 
faithful attention to those details which are an 
important feature in the Wagner music dramas. 
When Wagner has introdueed the sword motiv 
for the express purpose of empbasizing the 
leaping of Nothung from the scabbar ond Herr 
Niemann draws the weapon about ‘aree bars 
after the sounding of the theme, 1t is a careless 
breaking of the Wagnerian law of suiting the 
action to the music and the music to the action. 
This kind of slovenliness has been continual 
in the performances of the trilogy, and it 
is inexcnsable in an opera house which 
makes the exposition of Wagner’s theo- 
ries its chief claim to public recognition. 
It would be no difficult task, if any good were 
to be accomplished by it at thisend of the sea- 
son, to point out many instances of looseness in 
the performance of Wagner’s stage business. 
Even Herr Alvary, whois generally careful in 
such matters, has had no hesitation in seiz- 
ing the red-het sword in his naked hand to 
plunge it into the water trough. Itis to be hoped 
that such neglect of stage realism will not be so 
frequent next season. It is also within the 
bounds of reasonable desire that something 
will be aone to mellow the quality of 
the brars in the orchestra. Herr Seidl 
is unquestionably a great master of for- 
tissimo; but this species of climax in music 
gains nothing by having an over-abundance of 
harshness in it. Sonority need not —r the 
“mute” for the entire body. It has been found 
advisable, for acoustic reasons, to abandon this 
plan at the Metropolitan. The production of a 
proper balance and quality of toneis a matter 
that reauires a little more care from the con- 
ductor, and he can find profitable use for his 
talent by exercising it in this direction next 
season. As for last evening’s performance, 
nothing new is to be said save that all those 
concerned showed some effects of recent hard 
work, which is not to their discredit, as they are 
only flesh and blood.

“FRANCILLON,” ODER PARIS UBER 
BERLIN. 

Nothing could be more thoroughly Paris- 
ian than the later plays of Alexandre Dumas 
fils. The wit in them is Parisian wit, the people 
are Parisians, the philosophy with which they 
are abundantly supplied could not have 
originated anywhere else. We doubt if the 
reasoning of Dumas is _ very seriously 
considered even in Paris. The social problems 
so elaborately formulated in ‘Monsieur Al- 
phonse” and “Denise.” and more recently in 
“‘Francillon,” are notimportant; indeed, they are 
not regarded as problems atall by sensible people. 
If gentlemen choose to marry ladies whose past 
lives have been clouded it is their own business, 
and society does not bother about them at all. So- 
ciety willignore the wives, quite probably,and for 
obvious reasons. The laws that govern society 
are founded on common sense, and if they some- 
times give trouble to innocent folks everybody of 
mature years knows that this world of ours is a 
hard world to live in, and that is all the philos- 
ophy amounts to. Nobody seriously believes 
that cultivated people in France spend their 
days either sinning against nature and society 
or discussing the penalties of sin. Neverthe- 


less the wit of Dumas is keen, his literary style 
is facile and brilliant, and his constructive in- 
genuity is remarkable. His recent plays are 
models of form, and, acted as they are by 
the comedians of the MTnéitre  Fran- 
gais, they naturally delight the Paris- 
lans. “Monsieur Alphonse” and ‘ Denise,’ 
however, though well acted here, failed to hold 
the attention of the public. They did not suit 
the Anglo-Saxon taste, and it is not surprising 
that no American manager bas haa the temerity 
to transplant ‘“Frangillon,” the latest, the 
wittiest, und, all things considered, the least 
probable of the series. It is curtous, though, 
that New-York playgoers shoula get their 
first hearing of this play by way of 
Berlin; that its essentially Parisian at- 
mosphere and its Gallic wit should be 
made known to us through the medium of the 
guttural German tongue, and its lightly but 
skillfully drawn characters first portrayed by 
Teutonic actors. 

The performanceof “Francillon” given at the 
Star Theatre last evening by Frau Niemaun- 
Raabe and her associates was interesting 
and artistic. The audience, which complete- 
ly filled the house, was entertained, and 
lost no opportunity to show its appreciation. 
Frau Niemann-Raabe acted the title part (Fran- 
cine becomes Franziska in the German) with the 
remarkable deftnesa and sound artistic feeling 
that bas distinguished all her imperson- 
ations. She understands all there is in her 
art that lies within her scope, and her acting is 
flawless; every shade of meaning is clearly ex- 
pressed and the gradations of tone and facial ex- 
pression, the perfect freedom of every attitude 
and gesture are so Close to nature that the 
keenest eye cannot discern the actress behind 
her character. She is, to be sure, neither as 
young or as good-looking as Mme, de Riverolles 
is supposed to be, and the fur cap and long 
cloak she dons to pursue her erring lord on 
his midnight trip do not denote the taste 
in dress Parisian ladies are credited with. But 
her acting is all that could be desired. She was 
well supported, particularly by Herr Ranzen- 
berg as the husband,and Herr Haak as the 
light-hearted, philosophical Stauislas. 

So we have had our ‘ Francillon” in German, 
and Francine has become afrau, and the invis- 
ible bus highly important Rosalie Michon a 
friiulein. The student of the stage will al- 
Ways enjoy such a play as this. It is 
well made and the interest_is maintained 
with delightful skill. But it will 
never get a foothola here; it is even 
more foreign to the prevalent taste than 
its predecessors. The weighty probiem 
involved, and not solved, is different 
from those of “Monsieur Alphonse” 
and * Denise.” Francillon is a good young wife 
witha bad idea in her head. She pretends to 
believe thatif a husband is unfaithful the wife 
is justified in pursuing the same course; and, 
discovering her husband's weakness, she ingen- 
iously makes him believe that she is not blameless 
herself. He getsintoarage and she fans his 
fury. Sheis atlength made-to confess her in- 
nocence by the device of a Knowing, motherly 
yerere intimate with the family. She is in- 
ormed that proof of her guilt has been ob- 
tained, and that is too much for her. 
She screams and sobs and her husband 
kneels at her feet. The mannerin which these 
situations are brought about is dexterous; but 
the complications are not true to life in France 
or elsewhere. It is all a joke, and Anglo-Sax- 
ons do not like that kind of jokes.

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HOADLY STILL INSISTS 


THE OONTROVERSY ABOUT MRE. 
TILDEN’S WISHES. 

MAYOR HEWITT RENEWING HIS ASSER- 
TION AND GOV. HOADLY BRINGING 
FORTA FRESH sTATEMENTS. 

Mayor Hewitt yesterday felt that the in- 
terview with him, published in last Saturday’s 
Torres, and the letter from Gov. Hoadly in re- 
ply, in Sunday’s Times, loft him in an unsatis- 
factory position regarding the controversy. He 
therefore sent the following letter to Gov. 
Hoadly: 

MAYOR’s OFFICE, NEW-YORK, Feb. 13, 1888. 

My DEAR GoVERNOR: [have read your letter 
te the editor of Tuk NEW-YORK TIMES with ref- 
erence to a reported interview with me on the 
subject of your speech at the Brooklya dinner on 
the 10th inst. You are right in supposing that 
the reporter wasin error in quoting the names 
of Messrs. Carlisle and Pendleton. I did not 
mention sither of them, but did Messrs. Thurman 
and Bayard. There are other verbal errors in 
the repert of what was a purely accidental and 
nota formalinterview. The report was not sub- 
mitted to me before publication. The facts arse 
as follows: On the way down in the train I read 
the report of your speech in TH TIMES, and I 
had seen no other report. You are represented 
as saying in reference to Gov. Tilden: 

‘** It was not his fault that he was not inaugurated. 
It was without his knowledge and without his con- 
senta course of conduct was determined upon which 
enabled the Republican Party to steal the Presi- 
dency.” 

The first rerson I met on arriving at my office 
was THE TIMES reporter, who pleasantly re- 
marked that my absence from the dinner of the 
paint and oil dealers was regretted. I promptly 
replied that I regretted rather my absence from 
the Brooklyn dinner, because I was thus pre- 
vented from contradicting the statement 
which you had made in regard to Gov. 
Tilden’s knowledge of the proceedings 
which led to the passage of the bill provid- 
ing for the Electorai Commission. I then stated 
that I hau personally communicated to him the 
plan devised, in advance of its being reported to 
the House; that be fully discussed every detail 
of the proposed teusure; that he suggested 
amendents which were subsequently adopted, 
and that finally, while he did not approve, he 
did not disapprove of the plan. He was told two 
things: First, thatif he disapproved, the com- 
mittee would not report the bill; and, second, if 
ne did not disapprove of it, it would be reported 
abdin all human probability be passed. 

After this statement was made he neither ap- 
provea por disapproved the measure, and I left 
him with the clear understanding that the meas- 
ure, if amended in accordance with his sugges- 
tions, would be reported. He said that there 
was no occasion for haste, but I distinctly noti- 
fied him that it would not be possible to Gefer 
action of some kind for many days, because the 
short session was rapidly running to its close. 
He was kept informed of every amendment, and 
ais advice was followed in regard to the changes 
made, 

Finally, when the bill was perfected and the 
joint committee was ready to report, Gen. Eppa 
Hunton refused to sign the report, unless he 
was assured thatthe bill had the approval of 
Goy. Tilden. The time of making the report was 
therefore postponed for one day, and Col. Pel- 
ton, Who was supposed to represent Gov. Til- 
den, was sent to New-York with the perfected 
billfor his examination and decision. On his 
return Col. Pelton reported that Gov. Tilden 
was satisfied with the bill. Gen. Hunton there- 
upon signed the report, aud the bill was reported 
and passed. Whether Col. Pelton told the truth 
or not, I have no means of knowing, but I have 
no doubtof it, because there was abundant oppor- 
tunity between the 18th of January, when the 
bill was reported, and the 26th of January, 
when it was passed, for Gov. Tilden to have 
made his objections known if he had avy. He 
was under no injunction to keep silence, and the 
bill could never have heen passed if, at any time 
before its passage, he had indicated his disap- 

roval. Itis unjust, therefore, to charge other 

emocrats with having acted contrary to the 
advice and wishesof Gov. Tilden in that crisis of 
the Democratic Party, wherein an expression of 
opinion from bim would have been decisiveof the 
question. But during the eight whole days while 
the bill was under discussion in the Senate and 

House he never uttered one word of dissent, nor 

disavowed the statement of Col. Pelton, who 

was doing all he coula to secure the passage of 
the bill. Tilden and Col, Pelton are both dead. 

It may be said that the statement I have made 

eannot therefore be disproved ordenied. But 

Gen. Hunton is fortunately alive, and the other 

members of the Electoral Committee are able to 

testify as to the facts. Moreover, during the 
lifetime of Gov. Tilden and of Mr. Pelton I took 
occasion, deliberately, on the floor of the House, 
to make the following statement, which was 
never contradicted nor impugned by Gov. Tilden, 

or by any one actingin his behalf, so far as I 

know. I quote from my remarks reported in 

the Congressional Record, Forty-seventh Con- 

gress, First Session, June 20, 1882, page 5,148: 

“And only within a few days I have seen it stated 
in print that the part which I took was not only 
without the approbation but against the expressed 
wishes of the one man who had more interest than 
any other man in the settlement of that great ques- 
tion. Those who choose to disavow responsibility 
for the creation of the Klectorial Commission may 
do so, bat I assume my full share of the responsibili- 
ty, and if ever anybody shall see fit to put a stone 
over my grave, I hope that care will be taken to in- 
scribe upon it the fact that I was the steadfast 
advocate of that solution, although it 
in putting my political adversaries in 
power. If any man charges, or ever shall 
charge, that any part which [I took about 
that settlement was governed or animated 
by any other consideration than the good of my 
country I shall hurl back the allegation as a foul 
slander. Andif any man says that any part which 
I took in that controversy and the settlement of that 
issue was taken against the advice and without the 
knowledge of the one who was chietly concerned in it 
Itsay that the allegation is false. I never knew or 
stated that he approved of the settlement, but on 
the other hand he never stated to me that he op- 
posed it, and he had abundant opportunity to do so 
if he had wished to make his opposition known. In 
what I did [ acted on my own responsibility and was 
governed by my own sense of duty; but I had no 
Treason to suppose thatit was oppused to his judg- 
ment. Those who choose may disavow responsibili- 
ty, but no intimation was ever given to me from any 
quarter that anybody who had aright to speak was 
opposed to the settlement of that question in the 
manuver in which it was settled.” 

This statement was never controverted by 
Gov. Tilden in public, nor in private, so far as I 
have ever knuwn, until your letter to THE 
Times of yesterday, reciting your conversation 
with him. Idonotfor one moment doubt the 
accuracy of your mewory, but I must take issue 
with the statementin your letter which I have 
italicized: 

“Samuel J, Tilden was innocent, for he neither 
consented to nor advised the bill, nor wae consulted 
én regard thereto.” 

If my statement is true, then you are in error 
in saying that Gov. Tilden was not consulted in 
regard to the bill, for I now repeat that I con- 
sulted with him in regard to every detail of the 
bill, and by the authority of my associates on 
the House committee assured him that the bill 
would not be reported if he should disapprove 
of 1t,and that neither directly nor indirectly 
dia he ever communicate his disapproval either 
to me or to any other member of the House 
committee. The passage of the bill, therefore, 
was due to his approval, if Col. Pelton told the 
truth, or to his silence for a whole week if he 
was not misrepresented. I do not make 
this statement in order to relieve my- 
self from any responsibility, but in jus- 
tiee to my Democratic colleagues in Con- 
gress, who did not and could not for one moment 
suspect that they were voting against the 
wishes of Gov. Tilden, but had every reason to 
believe,in view of the urgent appeals of Col. 
Pelton, that the measure had his positive ap- 
proval. If during his lifetime, Gov. Tilden did 
not plead the baby act, it would be well, it 
seems to me, for those who profess to horor his 
memory to imitate his wise example. Yours 
sincerely, ABRAM 8.

Hon. GEORGE HOADLY. 


Ex-Gov. Hoadly was seen, in connection with 
the letter, yesterday afternoon by a TIMES re- 
porter. He said: 


“[ have read Mayor Hewitt’s letter, and, while 
there is wuch in it that is very new to me, never 
having been called to ny attention if published 
before, [do not still withdraw any part of my 
statement. On the contrary I am now prepared 
with testimony which was uot at hand 
when I wrote my letter to THK TIMEs, 
The question is not whether Mayor 
Hewitt and his associates acted wisely 
pr unwisely. I combine my original statement 
with the strong opinion I have ever had, that 
the peculiar circumstances of the case tended 
largely to excuse the course which ended in the 
miserable fiasco of 1877. I do not doubt for 
myself that if I had peen in Congress I should 
have voted for the Electoral Commission bill, 
provided I could have conquered my strong 
opinion of its unconstitutionality. 

‘*But the point in issue is whether Mr. Tilden 
himself is to be charged with consenting to the 
Electoral Commission bill. On this subject we 
have the testimony of an absolutely disinter- 
ested man, who was present at the interview be- 
tween Mr. Tilden and Mr. Hewitt. Years have 
passed since Mr. Manton Marble made 
his statement of this conversation, and it 
is upon his statement that I mainly 
rely. Mr. Hewitt showed Mr. Tilden the 
bill and told him that the Democratic 
members of the Senate committee were already 
absolutely committed to it, and would concur 
with their Republican associates in reporting 1t 
to the Senate, whether the House committee 
assented or not or whether Mr. Tilden approved 
ofitornot. Mr. Tilden in his interview with 
Mr. Hewitt did not hesitate to make known his 
opposition to the bill. To my mind Mr. Marblie’s 
statements conclusively prove, first, that Samuel 
J. Tilden was not consulted relative to the 
Electoral Commission bill, unless 1t be under- 
stood thatinformation as to what bis party in- 
tended doing with it could be interpreted as con- 
sultation, and, second, that Samuel J. Tilden 
resolutely opposed the Electoral Commission 
bill from the Nastanine. 

“On Jan. 16, 1877, Mr. Tilden senta long letter 
to Washington, tirough the Democratic Na- 
tional Executive Committee, which urged the 
utmost caution in dealing with the bill, and 
showing that he did not approve of it. The 

intin which I am interested is not whether 

y Hewitt’s course was wise or unwise, but 

hether Mr. Tilden ever consented to the 

lectoral Commission bill. My information 
from him was that he not only did not consent 
to it, but was not consulted with regard to it. Of 


resulted 


course he knew, and I knew that he was in- 
formed of its preparation, but at the time his in- 
formation came to him he was tuld that his party 
friends had determined to pass the bill. [f 
this be consultation of the submission of the 
bill by Mr. Hewitt to Mr. Tilden, he was then 
consulted about it. That Mr. Tilden did not con- 
sider it so is expressed in Mr. Manton Marble’s 
statement. Mr. Tilden did not disguise his reso- 
lute opposition to the whole scheme. 

“What Mayor Hewitt means by Gov, Tilden 
playing the baby act I do not know, but if 
Mayor Hewitt cansay what he means by con- 


- sulting Mr. Tilden, although the latter did not 


consider it consultation, or if he can produce a 
scrap in the handwriting of Mr. Tilden, or the 
recollection of any living or dead man, that 
Mr. Tilden ever approved the Electoral Com- 
missieén bill, then the few earnest words I said 
in vindication of his memory may be censured, 
As one of those ealled by my friends in Brooklyn 
to respond to a toast which made it appropriate, 
ITsaid and now repeat: ‘It was not his fanlit 
that he was not inaugurated. It was without 
his know!edge and without his consent a course 
of conduct was determined upon which enabled 
the Republican Party to steal the Presidency.’ 
THE TIMES accurately reported me, and [ am 
prepared to stand by what I said.” 


CLOSING THE SEASON. 


THE PATRIARCHS’ BALL AT DELMON- 
1CO’S LAST NIGHT. 

The Patriarchs’ Ball, third and last of the 
season, monopolized Delmonico’s last evening. 
Although the last expiring gasp of the season's 
festivities, it was the best attended and most 
pleasurable of the three.

The sale of seatsfor the return engage- 
ment of Mr. Irving and the London Lyceum 
Company at the Star begins at the box oflice of 
that theatre this morning, when those who have 
already ordered places by mail, of which there 
are a great number, can secure the seats set 
apart for them. The matinée of “ Olivia” in 
Boston last Saturday was played to a forty- 
three-hundred-dollar audience, and it is in 
this piece that Mr. Irving will open his five 
weeks’ engagement next Monday. Linda Dietz, 
who was engaged to join the Lyceum Company 
during its American tour three weeks ago, will 


be seen in this play. Mr. Irving’s ar- 
rangements for returning to England after 
the close of the engagement have already 
been made. All the seenery not used on the 
last night will be on board the steamer on Sat- 
urday, March 24, and the company, except Mr. 
Irving and Miss Terry, will go directly after the 
closing performance on that night to a tug 
which has already been chartered, and which will 
take them outside the bar, where the steamer, 
which sails earlier in the day, willlay off to 
awaitthem. Mr. Irving and Miss Terry will fol- 
low the company in another steamer early the 
following week, and the Lyceum Theatre in 
London will be opened the second week in April 
with a revival of ‘‘Faust.”

The rehearsals of ‘‘ London Assurance,” which 
will inaugurate the old-comedy season at Wal- 
Jack’s next week, and the final performances of 
the Wallack stock company, began yesterday, 
under the personal direetion of Lester Wallack.

Still, again, a blue bill signi- 
fies that a play is on the borderiand of morality, 
and that, therefore, parents must use their own 
discretion in bringing their children to see it. 
Lastly, a yellow bill signifies that husbands 
should be careful not to bring their wives to see 
the play, although presumably they may go

THAT YIELDING QUARTET. 
PRODUCE EXCHANGE MEMBERS PUZZLED 
BY THEIR COMMITTER’S ACTION. 

A topic of conversation on the Produce 
Exchange yesterday which surpassed ia in- 
terest the Blaine letter was the exposure made 
in Sunday’s 'rmmEs of the way in which James 
McGee of the Standard Oil Company, and a 
member of the committee which was to discover 
and announce the reason for the shrinkage in 
value of Exchange memberships, had managed 
toinduce the other four members of the com- 
mittee—Franklin Edson, E. R. Livermore, Alex- 
ander Munn, and ex-Treasurer Jacoby—to elim- 
inate from the report, which they had prepared 
without his assistance, a logical line of agument 
showing that the dullness of business on 


the Exchange was largely the result of—to quote 
from the eliminated matter—" the ‘ trusts’ which 
are rapidly acquiring control of many branches 
of trade.” Members of the Exchange discussed 
among themselves in plain language the com- 
placency with which their four representatives 
were said to have surrendered their joint views 
at the individual suggestion of the fifth repre- 
sentative, but were not inclined, for parlia- 
mentary reasons, to be publicly quoted on the 
delicate and interesting subject. The report had 
been tabled by the Board of Managers, and, as it 
had not been allowed to become the property of 
the Exchange, its members felt that they were 
not at liberty to discuss it as free- 
ly as they would like. The very gen- 
eral opinion was, however, that the 
four members of the committee had missed a 
splendid opportunity of rendering the Produce 
Exchange a signal service and of covering them- 
selves with well-earned glory. That they were 
on the right track when citing the general dull- 
ness of business asthe cause of the local dull- 
ness and the “trusts” and railroad discrimi- 
nations as largely to blame therefor was the 
general opinion on the floor, and astonishment 
was expressed that gentlemen who had arrived 
at honest and sensible conclusions should aban- 
don them in the interest of continued harmoni- 
ous and peaceful personal relations with the 
non-conforming fifth member of the committee. 

A broader view of the question was taken by 
several members, who looked upen the action of 
the committee as stultifying the whole Ex- 
change and making it look doubtful whether in 
the future it can obtain a fair reflex of its in- 
telligence by the usual means of reference to 
committee. It was felt that the question, relat- 
ing as it did to the influences affecting the very 
life of the Exchange, was one which required 
fearless as well as intelligent treatment, and 
that the Exchange’s bad case will become hone- 
less if the interference of an outside body, 
through a member of the Exchange’s commit- 
tees, is to prevent its even procuring a correct 
diagnosis of its own disorder, 

What 1t was going to do about it was the 
problem which many referred to but no one 
solved. Franklin Edson returned only a cheer- 
less evasion to all questions put to him by a 
TIMES reporter regarding the report as originally 
prepared by himself and his anti-trust associ- 
ates on the committee. Mr. Munn was also un- 
willing to go into the question, and so was Mr. 
McGee. 

Within a day or two it is probable that meas- 
ures will be taken to induce the coinmittee to 
make a staiement concerning its action, letting 
the other members know just what were the 
original views of the four members of the com- 
mittee who are opposed to trusts and believe 
that they are injuring business and the Ex- 
change and why they were abandoned. The 
only questionis how to go about the workina 
way that will not shock parliamentary ethics to 
any disastrous extent. 


TOOK PARIS GREEN. 
SUICIDE OF THE AUSTRIAN VICE-CON- 
SUL AND ITS CAUSE. 


Frederick Meyer, the Austrian Vice-Con- 
sul of New-York, committed suicide yesterday 
by taking paris green. He arrived at the con- 
sulate, 33 Broadway, as usual, at 9 o’clockin 
the morning. He seemed in good health, and 
immediately went to his desk. Soon he began 
to complain of pains in his stomach, and finally 
he arose, saying that he felt so badly he 
would go home. He started down the stairs, 
but soon became so ill that he would have fallen 


if not supported by a companion. An ambu- 
lance was called and he was removed to Cha m- 
bers-8treet Hospital. He was vomiting violent- 
ly, and it was not until an examination was 
made at the hospital that the cause of his ill- 
ness was known. He died there at 2 o’clock 
without making any statement of his reason for 
taking the poison. 

Mr. Meyer was a native of Eberfeld, Germany. 
He belonged to a German family of rank, was 
educated at Berlin, and became a soldier in the 
Prussian Noble Guard, which is the Emperor's 
own regiment, and to be attached to which in 
any capacity 1s considered a high honor. In 
1848 he became involved in political troubles, 
which necessitated his leaving his native coun- 
try. Hecameto the United States and found 
employment as a messenger in the service of the 
Austrian Consul. He has been in the consulate 
ever since, and worked his way up to the 
Vice-Consulship, which he has held for eight 
years. The Austrian Consul, Hugo Fritsch, 
said that Mr. Meyer had heen a most faithful 
officer. He was 85 years old and was suffering 
with cataract, which had destroyed the sight of 
one eye and was destroying the signt of the 
other. He used to refer to bis failing sight and 
say that it was time that he was dead, since he 
was growing useless, but no onein the office at- 
tached any importance to these remarks. Mr, 
Meyer lived very modestly at 21 Montgomery- 
street, and he leaves eight grown-up sons and 


daughters,

DYING IN AN INSURANOE OFFIVE. 

Charles E. Thickstun, apparently strong, 
robust, and healthy, about 48 years of age, en- 
tered the office of the United Life and Accident 
Insurance Association, 44 Broadway, yesterday 
noon, and applied for a‘ policy of $10,000 on his 
life. All of the required papers were quickly 


made out and ready for the physician’s certifi- 
cate. Dr. Henry T. Boyle, the medical examiner 
for the association, then took Mr. Thickstun 
into a private office and proceeded to examine 
him. Scarcely adozen words had passed be- 
tween them when Mr. Thickstun suddenly arose 
to his feet and fell to the floor dead. Dr. Boyle 
was momentarily overwhelmed, but as soon as 
he could recover he exawined the dead man and 
ascertained that death had been caused by apo- 
plexy. He then made the assertion that so far 
as he could judge he would probably have passed 
the deceased as a healthy candidate, for there 
were no apparent signs of elther apoplexy or 
heart disease previous to death. In a few min- 
utes more Mr. Thickatun would have been euti- 
tlea to his policy, and had he fallen dead on the 
stairs while leaving the building the company 
would have been responsible to his beneficiary 
for the $10,000. 

Mr. Thickstun was the manager of the Hick- 
man Hose and Brass Goods Company of Bound 
Brook, N. J., and had bis office at 36 John-street 
this city. He lived with his wife, mother, and 
one child at 101 East Ninety-tifth-street. The 
policy applied for was in favorof the aged 
mother, who was dependent upon him. The 
officers of the insurance association had the 
body taken home.

At an auction sale of bronzes, silver, 
ceramics, and curios yesterday afternoon at 
the Fifth-Avenue Art Galleries, 366 and 368 
Fifth-avenue, the three lots of Baugrand silver- 
ware, which gave the chief interest to the sale, 
went to dealers at very low prices. The first 


lot, a richly-enameled silver casket, after the 
Egyptian style, was sold to L. A. Lanthier for 
$700. The same dealer secured the statuette of 
Isis for $575. The silver tea service, also Egyp- 
tian*style, went to J. Johnson on a bid of. $325. 
All of this silverware was made by Baugrand of 
Paris for the Exposition of 1867. It was brought 
to America soon after the Exposition, aud has 
been sold in this city anumber of times at prices 
much higher than the ones paid yesterday. 

Of the other things sold, a Louis XVI. ormolu

FACTS ABOUT THE METROPOLITAN 


MUSEUM OF ART. 


The Trustees of the Metropolitan Museum 
of Art yesterday afternoon listenea to reports 
that were gratifying. There were present John 
Taylor Johnston, John Bigelow, William E, 
Dodge, Hiram Hitehcock, Heber R. Bishop, J. 
Carroll Beckwith, the Rey. D. Stewart Dodge, 
Robert W. De Forest, Robert Hoe, Charlies Lud- 
ington, D. O. Mills, W. C. Prime, George H, 
Storey, Cornelius Vanderbilt, Julian A. Weir, W. 
L. Andrews, Theodore Weston, Prof. W. R. 
Ware, Grant Squires, F. W. Rhinelander, W. H. 
Morrell, Daniel Huntington, and Gen. L, P. di 
Cesuola. The meeting, which was the annual 
one, was held in the east gallery, and was pre- 
sided over by John Taylor Johnston, 

The increase of property of the Museum for 
1887 was $681,968 70, making the total value, 
as now estimated, $1,893,342 73. The receipts 
last year were $112,026 36, including a gift of 


$30,000 by a Trustee for the Art School fund, 
The new fellowships brought in $1,600, and 
@ special subscription to buy works of art 
amounted to $1,500. The current expenses 
were $39,425 10, and for the support of art 
schools $4,000 was expended. There was a 
small balance in the bank at the close of the 
year. In order to keep open the Museum and 
exhibit the works of art, as well as provide for 
their safe keeping, $42,620 35 was expendea 
during the year. Of this amount the city had 
given $15,035 93. 

The Museuw was established in 1870. During 
the first nine years, the period prior to its re- 
moval tothe Central Park, the total property 
was valued at $361,332 23, with a floating debt 
of $52,000. During the last seven years the 
floating debt has been obliterated, and the prop- 
erty, including Miss Wolie’s bequest, is quin- 
tupled, To show the progress made by the insti- 
tution some figures were read to the Trustees, 
From 1871 to 1880 the number of visitors at the 
museum was 353,421, while from 1880 to 1888 
the total number of visitors was 2,182,639. 
Catalogues sold in the first period at a quarter of 
adollar each numbered 6,651; in the latter 
period—1880 to 1888—at 10 cents, were 259,- 
926. In the first period the annual members 
amounted to 357; at present there are on the 
rolls 1,482 names. Gifts worth nearly $100,000 
have been received since the first of this year. 
The Trustees have spent, of their own money, 
since 1871, $471,000 for the running expenses 
of the Museum. 

The Egypuan collection is arriving in various 
consignments, and the addition of various ob- 
jects of art are making necessary the speedy 
completion of the new wing of the bniiding. 
This work will be pushed as rapidly as possible, 
and will be completed by next Fall. Reference 
is made in the report to the valuable gifts of the 
year, which include Rosa Bonheur'’s “* Horse 
Fair,” from Cornelius Vanderbilt, and the 
Meissonier, formerly of the Stewart collection, 
*“Thusneida,” the gift of Horace Russell, and 
the Catherine Lorillard Wolfe collection. 

The art schools were reported in a prosperous 
condition, and the library of the Museum of Art 
has received several important additions. 

The ofticers elected were: President—John 
Taylor Johnston; Vice-Presidents—William C. 
Prime and Daniel Huntington; Treasurer—Hen- 
ry G. Marguand; Secretary—L. P. di Cesnola; 
Trustees, whose term of office will expire in 
February, 1895—Richard M. Hunt, F. W. Rhine- 
lander, and Hiram Hitchcock. 
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WITHDRAWING FLYNN’S PLEA. 

Ex-Chief-Justice Noah Davis went before 
Judge Lawrence in the Court of Oyer and Ter- 
miner yesterday, and applied for permission to 
withdraw the plea of not guilty which his client, 
Maurice B. Flynn, made soon after the indict- 
ment against him was found, and for permission 
to filea demurrer to theindictment, upon the 
ground thatit did not charge Flynn with any 
crime known to the law. A week ago Messrs. 
Howe & Hummel, in behalf of Rollin M. Squire, 
made a similar motion, and at that time Judge 
Davis, as the counsel for Flynn, moved that his 


client be tried separately from Squire. Judge 
Lawrence bas not decided either motion. 

Yesterday afternoon Col. Fellows made a per- 
functory objection to Judge Davis’s motion. He 
said that he thought himseif it ought to be 
granted, but that, on account of the position 
taken by his predecessor, he had already put 
himself upon record as opposing such motions, 
He agreed with Judge Davis that, if the indict- 
ment against Squire and Fiynn was bad in law, 
it was better that the decision should be made be- 
fore the county should be put to the expense of 
drawing jurors and summoning witnesses. 
Judge Lawrence reserved his decision. Itis the 
opinion of the Bar generally that Judge Law- 
rence will grant the motion for permission to 
tile demurrers, and will refuse Judge Davis’s 
motion for a separate trial for Flynn.

SMALLPOX IN BROOKLYN. 

Brooklyn lodging houses sent 10 cases of 
smallpox outinto the streets yesterday. Nine 
of the victims came from the National Hotel, a 
twenty-five-cent lodging house at 91 Orange- 
street, andone was an inmate of Whitney’s house 
at 314 Navy-street. The authorities first heard 
of the existence of these cases at 9 o’clock yes- 
terday morning, when Frank Tyler and Philip 


Morrell, two of them, walked into the Charities’ 
office at Elm-place and Fulton-street and an- 
nounced that they had smallpox. 

Inspector Baker took a corpsof men to 91 
Orange-street to fumigate the National Hotel. 
He found six lodgers lying in beds in the place, 
suffering from smallpox. Some had been sick 
for a week, others fora few days only. They 
were taken to the Flatbush Hospital. The work 
of fumigating the infected house occupied half 
a dozen officers all morning. Thirty of the in- 
mates were locked up inside of as many minutes. 
Some of the more adventurous tried to eseape to 
the street by way of the fire escapes in the rear, 
but the police prevented them from getting 
away. Yesterday the proprietor of the National 
Hotel was summoned by the health authorities. 
When questioned, he had only this to say: * The 
Teason these cases had not been reported was 
because [ knew nothing about them. I only 
come to the house about twice a week, and [had 
not been here since Friday. Every precaution 
has been taken by me to keep the house in good 
condition, and we have gone so faras to turn 
away suspicious cases, The other time when 
smalipox broke out [reported it at once to the 
Health Department.”

GRAND JURIES HAVE RIGHTS. 


Counselor William Dean in behalf of his 
clients, the United Gas Improvement Company, 
the Yonkers Gasiight Company, and the West- 
chester Gaslight Company, appeared before 
Judge Mills in the Court of Sessions at White 
Plains yesterdayin the matterof the indict- 
ments recently found against the companies for 
polluting the waters near their gas works, Mr. 


Dean moved that the summons served on the 
corporations be set aside on the ground that the 
service of such summons is incompetent, as the 
right to serve, conferred by the Revised Statutes, 
was speciaily repealed by the actof 1886, The mo- 
tion was granted atonce. His motion that thein- 
dictments be alsoset aside was refused, however, 
on the broad ground that the Grand Jury which 
found the indictments hada right to do about 
what it pleased, whether a Justice of the Peace 
or other committing wagistrate had first passed 
upon the merits of a case or not. Assistant Dis- 
trict Attorney Verplanck appeared in opposition 
to Mr. Dean’s motion. Judge Mills’s action 
leaves the casesin exactly the same condition 
as are similar suits brought against the Consul- 
idated Gaslight Company and the Equitable 
Gaslight Company of this city. 


WATER THAT OOSTS MONEY. 
Henry T. Dykman yesterday paid the 
awards that had been agreed upon ina private 
arrangement between the Commissioner of Pub- 
lic Works and Controller of this city for dam- 


ages to land by reason of the diversion of the 
Byram River to supply the Kensico reservoir, 
which furnishes water for the annexed district. 
The awards made were as follows: To William 
J. Tingue, $122,000; Russell, Birdsall & Ward, 
$110,000; Ellen Graves, $7,000; Solomon Rey- 
nolds, $18,500; George E. and Willis H. Wil- 
cox, $32,500. By this diversion the city gets a 
supply of 12,000,000 gallons of water a day.

1TS WORK NOT APPRECIATED. 


THE BROOKLYN BRIDGE TRUSTEES NOT 
YET OF ONE MIND. 


The special committee to which had been 
referred the probiem of providing increased ter- 
minal facilities at the Brooklyn end of the bridge 
made the following report at yesterday’s meet- 
ing of the Bridge Trustees: 


The committee appointed at your last meeting to 
consider a motion relating to the Brooklyn terminus 
of the bridge, and also as to the advisability of issu- 
ing certificates of indebtedness tobe applied to the 
perma of land recently condemned by the courts, 

as the honor to report that it has devoted 
long and earnest consideration to the matter com- 
mitted to it, and has held five formal sessivns, 
during which it consulted with the representa. 
tives of the Property Owners’ Association, the Tax- 
payers’ Association, and the several elevated roads 
which desire to make connections with the bridge 
terminus, and also with the Trustees’ own counsel 
respecting the certificates of indebtedness. The 
several plans considered for a terminus were as fol- 
lows: 

That proposing a terminus at Concord-street, with 

latform across the street, taking in the first build- 
on the south side of said street. 

Phat submitted by the Property Owners’ Associa- 
tion, proposing a terminus midway between Nassau 
and Concord streets, with a plaza in front of it. 

That submitted by Mr. Barnes of our committee, 
and drawn by the engineers under his supervision, 
locating the terminus between Sands and High 
streets. 

That submitted by the Property Owners’ Associa- 
tion as a moditication of the Barnes plan, but termi- 
nating the tracks absolutely at Nassau-street, with 
provision for storage of cars west of the same, 

That prema by the Taxpayers’ Association, 
calling for an extension of the present terminus 
across Sands. street. 

After careful consideration of all these plans, the 
third was modified in the committees by extenaing 
the same across Sands-street northward as. far us 
the point where the present platform begins to 
curve; and in that form was adopted for recom- 
mendation to the board. The plan may be described 
iu brief as furnishing three traffic platforms. with 
capacity for increasing the same to five, all being of 
sufficient length for trains of six cars; and, when 
the exigencies of travel require it, this arrangement 
will permit of two arriviny ani two departing trains 
loading and unloading at the same time. Passengers 
from the street may enter at Sands-street or at High- 
street. 

Your committee recommends the erection of a plat- 
form and station as above described at once; and as 
soon as the necessary property can be utilized for 
switching and storage beyond the new arrangement 
for trains shall go into effect. 

The committee next considered the subject of cer- 
tificates of indebtedness, and, after consultation 
with the counsel of the board, decided, by a vote of 
4 to 2, to recommend that the said certificates be 
issued in payment for the property acquired under 
the act of 1887. It is agreed that the power to incur 
ovligatious condemning the property conveys also 
the right to issue an evidence of such obligations, 

The committce also considered it within its prov- 
ince to recommend, and it does recommend, that no 
elevated road or othercorporation shall be permitted 
to lay tracks or build any structure above or across 
the line of travel of the bridge. 


Mr. Thurber arose to a question of privilege, 
and said that he had signed the report of the 
committee under a misapprehension. He dis- 
claimed any relation with or interestin the 


Union or any other Brooklyn elevated railroad 
company, but thought that all such lines should 
be given every facility to contribute to and ac- 
commodate the patronage of the bridge. 

As the members of the committee seemed to 
be confused regarding the meaning of the final 
clause, Mr. Bush moved that the entire report 
be referred back to the committee, with instruc- 
tions to report at the noxt meeting of the 
board, and that meantime printed descriptions 
of the proposed terminus be supplied to all the 
Trustees. The motion was adopted. 

Mr. Barnes said that the bourd bad been very 
severely criticised for consideriug the proposal 
of the Union Elevated Railroad to erect a sta- 
tion above the bridge tracks. He said that such 
a structure would be an ugly excrescence, and 
that he was strongly in opposition toit. He 
therefore offered a resolution that “itis the 
sense of this board that no elevated railroad or 
other corporation shall be permitted to build 
any structure above or across our line of 
tracks.” Mr. Bush offered as an amendment, 
** Without the special permission of the Board of 
Trustees,” which was accepted by Mr. Barnes. 
Mr. Thurber thought it advisable to permit the 
Union.Elevated Roag to cress the bridge tracks 
at a proper elevation. 

By a vote of 8 to 5 the 'l'rustees decided to per- 
mit advertising cards to be placed in the bridge 
cars, to advertise for proposals, and to sell the 
privilege to the highest bidder. 

The Secretary’s report. showed that 2,647,324 
passengers crossed the bridge in January. Of 
these 2,521,786 rode inthe cars. The receipts 
for January were $5,000 in excess of those for 
January, 1887.
